LoNpDON, Jan. 3.—The English new year 
begins with a gruesome epidemic of mur- 
der, and murder literature, which fills the 
newspapers and forms the most frequent 
topic of conversation. The frightful mur- 
der and mutilation.of a little boy at Brad- 
ford last week, with attendant atrocities 
clearly copied from the Whitechapel fiend, 
and which will apparently be fastened 
upon a local milkman, was followed to-day 
by news of the terrible murder of a little 
girl in a field close to a village road in 
Somersetshire with much the same general 
details. In the same paper which gives 
two columns to these is another column 
narrating the hanging of two lads 
under 20 years of age, for a murder at 
Tunbridge Wells, and giving the facts 
regarding an inquest ‘on the body of 
@ woman found mysteriously murdered 
at Poplar. The whole subject of murder 
has become so familiar during the last 
couple of weeks and has occupied such a 
predominant place in the public mind that 
another Whitechapel murder now would 
throw the community into a frenzy of ex- 
citement. The police are watching the 
whole East End of London with redoubled 
vigilance just now, as heretofore the crimes 
there have almost invariably happened dur- 
ing a new moon. 

The young Emperor of Germany has 
caused a revival of the worstcriticisms cur- 
rent three months ago by his action in giv- 
ing the order of the Black Eagle to Herr 
von Puttkamer, formerly Minister of the 
Interior. Practically the only important 
act of Emperor Frederick’s brief and tragic 
reign was the dismissal of this official, who 
is recognized all over Germany as the type 
of everything hateful and oppressive in the 
Junker bureaucracy. His disgrace was 
hailed by Liberals througheut Europe as a 
triumph of decent politics, and his being 
singled out now forthe highest honor con- 
ferred on New Year’s Day to any German 
creates a painful sensation. 

There is a project on foot here of holding 
commemorative demonstrations all over 
Great Britain on the anniversary of the fall 
ef the Bastile. Thus far only minor Radi- 
cals have it in charge, but it is not improb- 
able that Liberal associations througheut 
the country will take it up and make John 
Morley, who is the eminent historian and 
essayist of that period from a Radical point 
of view, its central figure; 

There is a reportin club circles to-night 
that private dispatches say that John Rus- 
kin is desperately ill and that there is 
small hope of his recovery. He will not be 
70 till next month, but he has been in a 
state of premature debility physically for 
some time. 


BOULANGER’S ELECTORAL ADDRESS. 
HE AGAIN DENOUNCES HIS OPPONENTS 


AND SAYS FRANCE WANTS JUSTICE. 

PARIS, Jan. 3.—Gen. Boulanger, in an adaress 
to the eleetors of the Department of the Seine, 
Bays: 

‘Those members of Parliament who did their 
utmost to make me ineligible were beside them- 
Belves at the’ ideaof seeing me elected. My 
éword caused them anxiety and they deprived 
ine of it. But now they are more anxious than 
they were when [I wore the sword. Really, it is 


not me they fear, but universal suffrage, 
whose repeated judgments testify to the dis- 
gust which their incapacity, base intrigues,'and 
fanciful discussions inspired. In order to aveid 
being compelled to accuse themselves they 
charge me with the most improbable dictatorial 
projects. When a Minister I was joverthrown 
under the pretext that I was the personification 
of war. Now I am ‘opposed as the personifica- 
tion of a dictatorship. If I could ever have 
entertained the idea of plsying dictator 
it would have been when, as Minister of 
War, I had the whole army in my own hands. 
There has been nothing in my conduct to 
justify such asuspicion. [accepted the sym- 
pathies of all without dreaming of stealing 
popularity from any. There is nothing dicta- 
torial in a programme that demands constitu- 
tional revision by the most democratic system 
—by a constituent assembly. The Republican 
leaders had confidence in my Republicanism 
when they epened to me the doors of the 
Cabinet. @I challenge the Republicans to cite a 
single act or profession in whieh I have not 
plainly supported the republic. But I desire, 
as France desires, something besides a combina- 
tion of ambition and’ greed. France thirsts for 
justice, for equity, for disinterestedness.”’

THE CHARGE AGAINST MORIER. 
HIS CORRESPONDENCK WITH HERBERT 


BISMARCK MADE PUBLIC. 
LONDON, Jan. 4.—Sir R. D. Morter, the British 
Ambassador to Russia, has furnished to the 
press the correspondence that has passed be- 
tween him and Ceunt Herbert Bismarck in re- 
lation to the Cologne Gazelte’s charges. 

On Dec. 19 Sir R. D. Morier wrote to Count 
Herbert saying that he had heard in July that 
Count Herbert had mentioned to several per- 
sons Major Deine’s report, published in the 
Colegne Gazelle, and continuing: “I did not 
do your Excellency the injustice of sup- 
posing that you bDelieved a story 80 
absurd, nor insuit you by 
crediting you with a cynicism so abnormal as 


to suppose that a@ man who was honored with 
the friendship and confidence of the late Em- 
peror Frederick could have been so unutterably 
base us to use that confidence and ‘friend- 


ship to betray him and his army te 
an enemy.” He deemed it expedient 
to write to Gen. Bazaine to inquire 


as to the truth of the alleged conversation. In 
answer to his letter he received from Gen. 
Bazaine an emphatic denial. Morier therefore 
appeais to Count Herbert, asa gentleman and 
aman of honor, to Cause to be inserted in the 
North German Gazelte au immediate denial of 
the foul and infamous calumny. : 

Morier incloses his letter to Bazaine, dated 
July 25, and Bazaine’s reply, dated Aug. 8. 
Bazaine. after apologizing for his delay in an- 
swering, which was due to his absence from 
Madrid, denies in the most unqualified manner 
the truth of the apooryphal eonversation, asks 
forgiveness for his bad writing, which he says 
was aue to moral sufferings, and coneludes by 
referring to his agreeable recoilections of 
Morier’s kindness to him when in Madrid. 

Count Herbert in a letter to Morier dated 
Friedrichsruh Dec. 25, acknowledges Morier’s 
letter of the 19th, and saya he regrets that 
neither its contents nor tone enables him to 
comply with its aetonishing demands and step 
out of the limits imposed on him by his otticial 
position in regard to statements made by. the 
German press, 

Morier wrote to Count Herbert on Dec. 31 as 
follows: ‘As you decline to disassociate your- 
self, either publicly or privately, from this 
monstrous calumny, I have no course open but 
to publish eur eorrespondence.” He concludes 
by saying that, although he dees not share it, 
yet the belief is general that the Cologne 
Gazette contributor derived his information 
from official sources, and this, he says, is 
an additional reason for an appeal under his 
own name to that publicity which his andny- 
mous calumniators so treacherously used 
against him. ina postscript he says: ‘*If will 
never ayvain notice atcacks of the Cologne 
Gazette or analogous pints.” Throughout the 
letters Deine is not mentiened by name. He is 
referred to simply as ‘the military attaché.” 

The Daily Telegrap’., after expressing regret 
that Count Herbert Bismarck is unable to give 
@ better answer to Sir R. D. Morier, says: “ If 
there is no way of repudiating calumpies 
against our Ambassadors which pretend to be 
official, a way ought to be found or made to de- 
fend them from the kind of journalism repre- 
sented by the Cologne Gazetie.”’ 

The Daily News says: ‘Perhaps Sir R. D. 
Morier’s letter displays rather more irritation 
than it is good for a diplomatist to show. .On 
the other hand, Count Herbert’s reply lacks an- 
preciation of Morier’s position and extreme 
provocation. It is a pity that a rumor 
so absurd should be allowed to bring into dis- 
agreeable preminence the anti-English feeling 
that appears to exist in certain official quarters 
in Germany.”

BAD FOR MINNESOTA FARMERS. 

8ST. Pavt, Jan. 3.—Otto Lugger, State Ento- 
molegist, has made areport to the Governor. 
On the whole, his report as to the condition of 
affairs among the wheat growers of the Red 
River Valiey is not encouraging. In Otter Tail 
County he found that the wheat had been in- 
jured more by rust than by frost. The rust was 
caused by a series of very warm and sultry 
days. In Pelk County Mr. Lugger found about 
85 per cent. of the crop utterly worthless. Here 
rust.and frost combined to do the damage. The 
sowing was twice interrupted by rains, tha first 
two sowings failing to result in any good grain; 
the crop coming from the third was so badly 
bitten by frost op Aug. 14,15, and 16 that it 
was not fit torfood for hogs. Wheat sown en 
the sandy soil matured better than that sown 
on richer ground, for the reason that in the 
former: ease the moisture in the growing berries 
would not become excessive, ‘ 

In Kittsen County rust and frost combined to 
do such damage that in many oaser the crops 
could not pay the expense of harvesting. Mr. 
Lugger says that the farmers who lest their 
erops are in a very deplorable condition. They 
have no money with which te buy seed and they 
will be compelled to abandon their farms up- 
less assisted. The repert suggests that the State 
lean them seed wheat for next season.

THE LOVER WAS DROWNED. 








AND THREE DAYS AFTERWARD THE 
BRIDE-ELECT DIED. 

LItTLE Rock, Ark., Jan. 3.—News of the 
death of Miss Maria S. Pierson at her home on 
Bayou Bartholomew, in Ashley County, near the 
Louisiana border, under remarkabie circum- 
stances, was received here last night. The lady 
was the daughter of Capt. Scott Pierson, and is 
described as being of a highly emotional nature, 
She was the atiianced bride of a young Louisi- 
ana planter named Lerey Blevens, whom she. 
met for the first time at a fair near Monticello, 
Ark., last October. It appears to have been a 
case of love at first sight, the attraction on 
either side belng mutual. 

The pareats of Miss Pierson, for some reason, 
formed a dislike for young Blevens, and vainly 
sought to prevent their daughter receiving dis 
attentions. The young lady was obdurate, and 
finally the parents yielded and the couple were 
engaged. ‘ihe wedding day fixed on was Dee. 
25, but changed to the 27th. On the afternoon 
of that day the prospective greoi started from 
his home for the dwelling of the bride,where the 
marriage ceremony was to be performed. Rain 
Dud been falling in torrents, and all the neigh- 
boring streams were swollen to twice their or- 
dinary dimensions. When he reached the bayou 
the ferrybeat was gone, having drifted down 
stream. As it would require some hours to get 
it in running order again, Blevens undertook tuo 
ford the stream. His horse became unmanage- 
able when half way acrosa and threw him into 
the water. He was swept down by the current 
and drowned, despite the efturts made by two 
men in a akiff to effect his rescue. 

Meanwhile a large company had assembled at 
Pierson’s house to witness the marriage, and 
the non-appearance of the bridegroom occa- 
sioned much comment. While speculation as to 
cause was highest the guests were startled with 
intelligence of his tragic death, given them by 
the bride-eleet, to whom it had been communi- 
eated with shoeking ubruptness by one of the 
men who bad attempted to save Blevens.

SENATORS HISCOCK AND PLUMB CALL 
ON GEN. HARRISON, AND THE POL- 

ITICIANS THINK ALU IS SETTLED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 3.—This has been the 
greatest day for Indianapolis since Senator 
Quay came and went away “‘satistied” with 
Gen, Harrison. 
have been here at once, to say nothing of a 
lot of smaller fry, and great has been the ex- 
citement among the local politicians. 

Senator Plumb got here early in the morning 
from his home in Emporia, Kan., and was re- 
cotved at the station by his friend ex-Congress- 
man W. H. Calkips. They went at once to Gen. 
Harrison’s house, where, a8 Senator Plumb told 
THE TIMES’S correspondent they talked about 
nothing except the genera) policy of the new 
Administration, especially upon tke Southern 
question. Senater Plumb was a Free Soilerduring 
the old Kansas and Nebraska days, and he is 
-in favor.of going all lengths to give the colored 
people of the South the protection which he 
deems they need. He does not believe that an 
extra session is necessary, nor is he strongly 
prepossessed in favor of the Senate Tariff bill, 
even with its sugar bounty attachment, which is 
one of the reasons why he is willing to have 
Congress wait until next December before it 
meets, 

It may be true that Senator Plumb did not 
Say anything to Gen. Harrison about Cabinet 
matters, but he has strong opinions on the sub- 
ject, and this is what he said after he had re- 
turned from his interview with the President- 
elect and had eaten lunch at Major Calkins’s 
louse: “I feel as the great Weat feels, that Mr. 
Bluine cannot be left out of the Cabinet; but I 
do net believe that the tariff doctrine which Mr. 
Blaine preaches is the true doctrine of the 
West.” ; 5 

This isnot very warm comfort for the great- 
eat living statesman, vut it is all that Senator 
Piumb was willing to say to-day. Heand Major 
Calkins are interested in mining industries at 
Leadville, Col, and he spent most of his time 
cousulting with the Majer about them. 

But the great sensation was the visit of Sena- 
tor Hiscuck. A large crowd was at the Union 
Station to greet him when he emerged trom the 
train ab neon, and many approving comments 
were made on his gigantic form and handsome 
head, tor the Hoosiers admire big men. He 
took about as little notice of his admirers as did 
Senator Quay, and getting into a carriage he 
was driven rapidly to Gen. Harrison’s. There 
he remained until 3:30, when he was driven 
back to the station as swiftly as he left it.

COLLEGE ATHLETIC RULES CHANGED—

governing athletic sports which forbids any 
college athletic team to play or compete with 
protessionals and to subatitute ga reguiatiou 
making the assent of the committee necessary 
to all contests arranged by any college athletic 
association. It is generally understooa from 
therepeal of the old regulation that no objec- 
tion will be made to any contest on the mere 
— that itis witha professional organiza- 
tion. 
This action of the committee is a step further 
in the same direction taken by it just before the 
recess, When a vote was passed allowing the 
baseball nine to employ a professional trainer. 
The nine is almost the only team affected by the 
last vote also, and it will at once begin to ar- 
range games with the nines of New-England. 
Much credit is due Capt. Willard, who has 
labered unceasingly for the result now at- 
tained.

VIRGINIA COUPON SUITS. 

PETERSBURG, Va., Jan. 3.—Three hundred 
suits brought by the State against citizens who 
had tendered coupons in payment of State 
taxes were settled to-day in the Cireuit Court 
of this city. The suits were instituted under an 
act of the Legislature known as the “coupon 
crushers,” alaw leveled ‘more particularly at 
the English holders of State securities, Although 
itisetipulated on the bonds that the coupons 
are receivable for all taxes of the Common- 
wealth, the State has been fighting its own eon- 
tract bitterly for the past several years. 

In 20 of those cases the jury rendered a ver- 
diet against the State, the defendants. being able 
to prove the -validty of the coupons by. pro- 
dueing the bonds from which they were clipped. 
In 260 cases the defendants allowed judgment 
to go against them by dgfault, inasmuch as it 
was impossible for them to comply with the de- 
mards of the State and produce the bonds. ° 
» Mr. James Cooper of London, the agent ef the 
Council of Foreign Bondholders, attended the 
trial of these cases, He represents an English 
syndicate which guarantees the taxpayers wiio 
use coupons frum any pecuniary loss by reason 
ot the suits instituted by the State. 





DETEOTED IN TIMP. 

ALBANY, Ga., Jan. 3.—0O. C. Caldwell, alias 
Oscar Bashe, has skipped, on account of the 
sudden and unexpected appearance of his wife 
and her brother from New-Orleans. Caldwell 
has been trying to marry a very estimable and 
wealthy widow of this city, but rumor had it 
that he had a wife and children in New-Orleans. 
He left here a week ago, and returned Tuesday 
with an affidavit setting forth that he had never 
been married te Miss Carrie Werling, but had 
lived with her eight years, and that one child 
had been born to them.

THE ELEVENTH DISBANDED 


ITS INTERNAL DISSENSIONS 
WROUGHT ITS DOWNFALL. 
THE UNFORTUNATE TROUBLE AT PEEKS- 
KILL PROVED THE BLOW WHICH 

SETTLED ITS DOOM. 

A dispatch from Albany yesterday an- 
nounced that Adjt.-Gen. Porter had issued an 
order disbanding the Eleventh Regiment. The 
order was by no means unexpected, for e ver 
since the quarrel that arese among the 
officers at -the State Camp, last July, 
the regiment has become rapidly demoralized. 
At the State Camp events occurred that led 
Major Frank A. Jones to prefer charges of 
drunkenness against Col. Albert P. Stewart, 
and though these charges were afterward de- 
nied both by the Colonel and by a physician, 
and were subsequently withdrawn, so mucd dis- 
content was engendered that many of the of- 
ficers resigned, and the meu began to absent 
themselves systematically from the drills. 

Resignations becams so numerous that Col. 
Stewart at last declined to receive them 
Officers and men seemed to have but on¢e 
purpose—tu get out of the regiment. If tne 
fines for absence could be collected they would 
more than double the $3,000 regimental relief 
fund. Necessarily, discipline declined with in- 
terest. One of the stories of the day is that 
Gen. Fitzgerald once criticised a private for 
appearing at an inspection in trousers of eiti- 
zen’s dress, and was told: ‘‘ We do as we—please 
down here.” Feelings of digsatisfaction were 
discoverable a year ago, and had been growing 
since that time, and the affair af Peekskill 
merely marked the crisis. The paper strength 
of the regiment has not materially declined, 
and 1s by no means 80 small as to constitute in 
itself areason for disbandment. The regiment 
had on March 31 531 officers and enlisted mea. 
June 30 the number was 603, and the oumber 
in camp was 507. Sept. 30, after the row, the 
paper strength was 576 men, aud the number 
remains about the same now, yet only 370 men 
appeared at inspection Oct. 16. 

One of the officers said yesterday that very 
few of the men could be depended upon in case 
of need. They have beén so ecunstant in their 
absence that changes of residence could not be 
noted, and many of them could not be found if 
wanted to-morrow. 

The condition of the regiment and the eause 
of the trouble have been pretty well under- 
stood among tue National Guard. The quarrel 
that broke out among the officers of the 
Eleventh after breaking camp at Peekskill was 
too violent to be kept quiet, and the 
blame is distributed between Coil. Stewart 
and Major Jones, aecording tothe sympathies 
of the speaker, but it seems that Majer Joues 
carried a majority of the regiment with him, 
for he has a handsome sword to show as a testi- 
monia!i from all but three of the officers. When 
seen by a TIMES Teporter yesterday he said he 
considered the disbandment of the regiment a 
justification of hia position. 

The news is not pleasant either to Col. Stew- 
art or to Gen. Fitzgerald, though both have had 
reason to expestit. Gen. Fitzgerald had urged 
Gen. Porter to postpone the disbandinent for a 
year, in the hope that the differences in the 
regiment might be reconciled and the organiza- 
tion continued. 

Col. Stewart will be at headquarters to-night 
ready for business. The regiment will be aa- 
sembled atsome future time and formally mus- 
tered out. All property will have to be ac- 
counted for and turned over to tue State, the 
enlisted men will receive papers giving them 

_credit for their time of service, and the officers 
will be placed on the supernumerary list. 

The Eleventh Regiment ‘is the lineal descend- 
ant of the Second Regiment, Washington Guards, 
New-York State Lignt Infantry. Up to 1859 
there are no positive records of the regiment 
on file, except a book of enlistments from 
April 27, 1835, to Oct. 10, 1884. About 
1856 the designation was changed to Elev- 
enth Regiment, Washington Ritles. ‘The organ- 
ization had but a brief war history. It was 
mustered into the United States service May 28, 
1862, at Harper’s Ferry for three montus and 
took partin the siexe and capture of Harper's 
Ferry. Being mustered out Sept. 16, 1862, it 
was mustered in again June 16, 1863, at Harris- 
burg, Penn., at the time of Lee’s invasion, and 
had a brisk skirmish at Oyster Poitnt June 28, 
1863. The regiment was mustered out July 20, 
1863, a little more than two weeks after the 
battle of Gettysburg. 

The Eleventh was prepared to co to the front 
in 1861 for. a three-months’ campaign, but 
troops tor that term of service being mo longer 
indemand theregiment offered to gefor six 
months. This offer was declined; but when 
Stonewall Jackson began to make trouble in 
Virginiain 1862 the Eieventh was ordered down 
in haste. In the Spring of 1864, when Gov, 
Seymour ordered the Generals to Ca 
fer volunteers from their divisions in anticipa: 
tion of riots, Majer-Gen. Sanford chose to order 
out ths regiments of’ his division. The olficert 
of the Eleventh refused to obey and requested 
Gen. Sanford to resign. Those who signed the 
request were arrested at the Generat’s order, 
but were soon released. 

The first Colonel of the regiment was Victor 
F. Waldron, who, with Col. Van Bufen and Col. 
Homer Bostwick, eommanded the regiment till 
1861, when J. Maidbof was elected. He was 
succeeded by Henry Jux in 1863, and he in 
turn by Augustus Funk in 1870. The latter 
being elected Brigadier-General of the 
Second Brigade in 1871, Frederick Vil- 
mar was choseh to succeed him. Col. 
Vilmar succeeded Gen. Funk in command 
of the Second Brigade in 1875, and Frederick 
Unbekant waa chosen Colonel, which oifice he 
held till April, 1885, wheu he resigned, and 
soon afterward died. His successor was Col. 
Stewart, the last of the line, who Was theu 
Lieutenant-Colonel.

Up to 1853 the regiment had no uniforms, 
and it had no armory until 1857, when Eagla 
Hall, Delancey and Cbrystie streets, was rent- 
e The presept armory is at Fasex Market. 
Tbe Germans hare always predominated in the 
Eleventh, and the ranks have sometimes num- 
bered less than 300 men. Col. Stewart, on tak- 
ing command, increased the number of enlist- 
ments very rapidly, and brought in a goodly 
number of young men of American origin. 

ALBANY, Jan. 3.—Adjt.-Gen. Josiah Porter’a 
order disbanding the Eieventh Regiment, Vol, 
Albert P. Stewart commanding, was issued upon 
the recommendation of the Inspector-General, 
who has declared the regiment unfit forservice. 
The arms, it is said, have been very poorly kept 
for along time and three of the companies are 
below the minimumin strengto. The regiment 
eomprised nine cempanies, with an aggregate 
strength of 541 mon, including officers, 

Assistant Adjt.-Gen. McEwan states that the 
order disbanding the Eleventh Reciment was 
issued by the Adjutant-General some time ago, 
but declines to say anything further in regard 
to the matter. 





A BOY’S FUN ENDS IN DEATH. 
NEwW-ORLEANS, Jan. 3.—At noon to-day Nosh 
Strepp, a 13-year-old whito boy, was killed at 
his father’s bome, on Lepage-street. The-man- 
ner of his death is most unusual. All the rear

The boy and his alster, younger than himself, 
pcbpac yee doom together iu the kitchen.

The barrel of the mitsket contained a charge 
which had been placed in it during the war. 
The boy was not aware of this, and was merely 
in search of fun.

SOOPE OF HUMAN EVOLUTION. 


LECTURE BY MAJOR J. W.. POWELL AT 
THE BROOKLYN INSTITUTE. 

Major J. W. Powell, chief of the United 
tates Geological Survey and President of the 
American Associatien for the Advancement of 
Science, leotured last night on ‘‘ Human Evolu- 
tion, its Scope and Limitations,” before an au- 
dience which crowded the big hall of the 
Brooklyn Institute, in.Washington-street. In 
beginning his address he spoke of the vast re- 
productive powers of the lower forms of life, a 
fecundity which was so great that if but a single 
palm, oak, or pine were left on earth it might 
live long enough to see its progeny repopulating 
the whele world. Frem one barre) of oysters 
10 years would anifice to develop enough bivalves 
te give everybody on the earth a bounteous 
repast. This fecundity played an important 
part in the development of plants and animals, 
The life of the few was secured by the martyr- 


dom of the many; the fittest survived, the 
favorites of surrounding circumstances, those 
adapted to their environments. Competition 
forced development, the struggle for existence 
resulted in the survivai of the best and 
strongest. 

In dealing with human evolution the speaker 
confined himself to man 1n a Civilized state. ‘‘In 
civilization,” he said, ‘‘man does not compete 
with plants as a rule nor with beasts. As yet the 
earth is by no means fully taken up; it is great 
enough to furnish mana home. In human ex- 
ange ye overpopulation is not the factor it is 

lant life. Inciviiized soolety man shares 
with his fellow-man. One of otvilization’s high- 
est desires is to dispense generous hospitality. 
Some relics of the old fierce struggle fer life re- 
main, but we ¢all themcrimes. When armies 
are organized the strongest are selected to be 
killed; the weakest are left at home. The nat- 
ural processes are reversed; the weakest and 
unfittest are left to propagate the race. War is 
not an agency for human evolution; the best 
are not selected to live thereby. : 

“In the arts the ruder is constantly yieldin 
tothe more advaneed. In the development o 
rights and justice, where rights are distributed 
by laws and institutions, laws and forms of 
government are ever changing. Again, man’s 
struggle is transferred to his institutions ana 
the fittest survive. Among languages many 
have passed away that the best might remain. 
Everywhere the poet has tried to sing with 
greater beauty, the philosopher to teach with 
greater clearness, the lever to woo with greater 
tenderness. And so language has developed, 
but biology’s natural selection has played no 
part. Sohasit been with thought, Nature is 
the guller of gullers, the Munchausen of Mun- 
chausens, 

“ Finaliyand highest, man toils for others 
without hope of reward but for the sake of 
appreving conscience. Is there any animal 
evolution in that? Is there anytbing of the 
eruel law of the survival of the fittest? And 
yet some of the philosophers say that his de- 
velopment is by natural laws. Every man’s 

ood is bound up with every other man’s good; 

is evil with every other man’s evil. Selfish- 
ness is transferred inte love.

CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH, BROOKLYN. 

To meet the needs of the city’s growth 
the Tompkins-Avenue Congregational Church, 
although it had a substantial church structure 
at Tompkineavenue and MeDonough-street, 
Brooklyn, gave itup and builé a larger one on 
the opposite corner. .

The Rev. Dr. Meredith, the Pastor, inaugu- 
rated the firat rental of pews in the new edifice 
last evening by a short description of the new 
building and a rehearsal of the reasons that 
had made it anecsessity, It was an honor to the 
city, he said, and in it there was not a dishonest 
or untrue line. 

After Dr. Meredith had finished Mr. FE. EF. 
Ford mounted the platform and offered the 
choice of pews. The first bid) was $50, whicn 
rose quickly to $210, at which point William H. 
Lyon was left alone and said he would take 
pew 186. By the plan adopted each pew has a 
fixed rental value, and the bidding was for the 
premium. Mr. Lyon will pay $310 for the use 
of his pew during one year, M. B. Phillips ob- 
tained second choice at $200, and C. D. Wood 
third at 6180. On the next nine pews from 
$100 to $120 premium was paid, and then pre- 
miums dropped to $50, $40, $30, $20, $12, and 
$11. Before $10 was reached about 160 pews 
had been rented at a premium of about $4,300. 

As the lower figures were reached business 
grew very brisk, and Auctioneer Ford and the 
church officers all had enough te do to keep 
track of the bida.

THE SPLENDID BUILDING ERECTED BY 
THE VERKIN, FREUNDSCHAFT. 

The new and imposing clubhouse of the 
Verein Freundschaft, (Friendship COlub,) at 
Park‘avenue and Seventy-second-street, was 
last night thrown open to the inspection of the 
members of the club, their families, and friends 
at an informal reception given for the purpose, 
In many respects it is the finest, as it is the 
most compietely-appointed, clubhouse in tne 
country.

Atrican marble and Scotch granite. On the 
inain floer are the reception, reading, Di- 
rectors’, aud billiard rooms, a restaurant, and 
buffet and wardrobe, all finished in antique on.

room being of an exceptionally elaborate char- 
acter, A mezzanine floor affords three oak fur- 
nishéd’ and finished card rooms.

AT THE FUNERAL OF THE BOARD OF 
TRADE STOCK EXCHANGE, 

Cur1caGco, Jan. 3.—It was a jolly funeral that 
100 or more of the members of the Buard of 
Trade attended in the call room this after- 
noon, An hour after the olose of business 
on the floor they filed singly into the 
gloomy hall. Secretary Stone was there with 
his highest collar and longest face. Cnarlie 
Hutchinson consulted with him in the aisle 


before the two mounted the rostrum and almost 
disappeared in the padded leather chairs back 
of the pulpitlixe callers’ stand. 

The subject of lament had been dead for some 
time, and thoy were assembled simply to 
solemnize the alssolution act. “The Chicago 
Board of Trade Stock Exchange appears to 
have outlived its usefulness,” came from the 
serious lips of President Hutchinson. Slight 
groans came from the 100 sitting solemnly on 
the benches. Congressman Dunham coughed 
faintly through his heavy mustache as he asked 
oer the following in regard to the departed be 
read: 

Resolved, That the Chicago Board of Trade Stock 
Exchange be and the same hereby is dissolved. 

The 100 voices of the 100 men voted “ Yea” 
to the resolution, Then up rose Mr. George 
Wheeler and secured the adoption of this reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, That the funds in hand be divided pro 
rata amofig the members. 

The amount thus received by the 1,300 mem- 

bers of the Exchange will be a trifle over $4 
each. 
“That's the first time the Board of Trade 
ever got left,” said Singer. Then the 100 
mourners tramped down the fron stairway to 
the curb singing ‘“ Four, four, four dollars 
more.”’ : 

The Board of Trade Stock Exchange was or- 
ganized less than two years ago. Joe Wilkins 
was installed as Manager and the cal! room was 
fitted up for it. As soon as the shine wore off it 
was discovered that it could be littie more than 
a bucket shop of the New-York Exchange. In-: 
terest lagged and trades were few. 

Then the Exchange was iven & place in the 
main hall where members could trade in stecks 
and at the same time watch tneir trades in the 
grain pits. his, too, proved a tailure, and’ 
the instruments were removed from the floor, 
while the “ stock gambling,” as many members 
called it, died a natural death. Now they have 
parted its raiment. 








ANOTHER GAMBLING HOUSE RAIDED. 

Sergt. O’Toole of the Central Office 
with a squad of poliee made a raid. laet 
last night on the gambling establishment known 


as the Voiuuteer Club, on the second floor of 
the premises, 70 East Twelfth-street, of which a 
msn named Nichols is said to be the proprietor. 
Tho police were compelled to force open the 
doors with ‘“jimmios,” which they carried 
with them for that purpose, so that when 
the officers finally entered the room 
gamblin had ceased. There were about 
50 men in the rooms collected around the faro 
and roulette tables.

ROCK ISLAND SIOCKHOLDERS 
WANE TO KNOW. 
VICE-PRESIDENT DOWS GETS A CAUS- 
TIC LETTER AND ANSWERS IT IN 
LIKE YEIN—AN APPEAL TO COURT. 

The holders of American railway securi- 
ties are showing their agitation more and more 
daily. The pace was set by the sensational 
move of the English holders of St. Paul stoek a 
few menths ago when, at a public indignation 
meeting in London, they asked influential bank- 
ing houses to reesive scattered stock in trust to 
make concerted demands for better manage- 
ment. gMany corporations have felt similar 
pressure since then, though for the most part 
the movements of tired and combining share- 
holders have been eonducted too quietly for 
much public attention. 

The same state of things as excited St. Paul’s 
security holders is impelling the holders of 
the securities of other roads to organize for an 
investigation of existing conditions, and, if pos- 
sible, to exercise direct influenoé upon man- 
agerial policy, 

In this line the law firm of Dunning & Fowler 
of 67 Wall-street, acting at the instance of 
large ewners of the stock of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pavitic Railway, made a demand 
last week upon the New-York * Register and Fis- 
cal Agency” of that cempany for an opportu- 
nity to examine the Rook Island’s transfer 
bouks and stuekbolders’ list. To this demand 
James R. Cowing, Assistant Treasurer of the 
Rook Island Company, replied simply that no 
list of stockholders existed here, “the transfer 
books and stock ledger being kept at Chicago.” 

Upon receipt of this notice Dunning & Fowler 
at once addressed a letter to the Rock Island’s 
Vice-President, Mr. David Vows of tnis city. It 
was an interesting letter. Some of its para- 
graphs were not all pleasantness. There were, 
indeed, intimations in the letter that while Mr. 
Dows is Known of «ll men as an honorable man, 
some of his corporation associates are not 80 
happily situated, 

Yesterday Mr. ‘Dows answared Dunning & 
Fowler’s ijetter by stating that, under the law of 
Ijlinots, it was necessary that the Chicago, Rook 
Island and Pacific should maintain an office 
within that State, at which should be Kept for 
public inspeotion certain records, among them 
the gtock transfer beck, The application of 
Fowler & Dunning to inspect this bvok in New- 
York was the first made in many years. If the 
firm desire to examine it, it would be necessary 
to make the application at the general office. 

Mr. Dows then said, almost in se many words, 
that his associates were as good as he was, and 
he did not propose to have them abused over his 
shoulder. 

Dunning & Fowler will now apply to the Chi- 
cage office for the information they failed to get 
here, and in case they meet with obstacles they 
will appoal to the eourts for an order to compel 
the cempany’s officers to provide the facts 
sought. The clients represented compose the 
Wall-street firm of Culbert, Crane & Seabury, 
large holders of Rock Isiand stovkin their own 
right, and for others, 

A8 800n as the official list of stoekholders is 
obtained efforts will be begun to organize a 
movement on the same lines adopted by the pro- 
testing English holders of St. Paul stock.

CHAIRMAN COOLEY TALKS. 

PiTrspuRG, Jan. 8.—Judge Cooley, Chair- 
man of the Inter-8tate Commerce Commission, 
passed through the city to-day on. his way from 
Teledo to Washington. While at Toledo Judge 
Cooley held a conference with a number of the 
leading railroad managers in regard to paying 
commissions on tickets. : ' 

In speaking of the conference he said: “We 
had a general talkin regard to the paying of 
commissions. This commission business is one 
of the greatest problems that the Commissioners 
have to consider. At present the selling of 
tickets is practically in the kands of sealpers. 
The acalpers are doing a great business and we 
want to stopit. There should be nv commis- 
sions whatever paid on tickets. It1s avery bad 
policy for railroads to be parties to it, 

‘* When commissions are puid there is no limit 
to what they may be. Rivai roads will keep 
cutting and cutting under each other in an 
etfort to gain increased business. The paying 
of commissiens should be prohibited by law. 
The tickets should be offered for sale at the 
ticket offices of the different railroads aud no 

lace else. We know that there sre some roads 

hat do not pay commissions, The New-York 
Central does net pay them, and while we have 


no direct evidence regarding the Pennsy)vania . 


system, [suppose that eommissiuns are not paid 
on its lines.” 

When asked for his opinion regarding the pro- 
posed amendment to the inter-State law, tohave 
ene general classification from ocean to ocean, 
Judge Cooley said: “The railroads are moving 
with eonsiderable rapidity in regard to classifi- 
cation. They see that it is for the interest of all 
that the same system of Classification should be 
enforced on the different lines. So long 
as they show a (disposition to try and 
agree upon classification Congress is not likely 
to make it compulsory, but eventually may do 
so. The railroads have done much in that di- 
rection within the last year, particularly the 
Western and Southwestern roads. Itisa very 
important measure of reform, butI think that it 
should be approached yradually, and that mis- 
chief would result if there were sudden legisia- 
tion in regard to it.” 

When asked about the proposed amendment 
of the law to permit pooling by the trunk lines 
Judge Cooley said: “I would rather not ex- 
press my views fully on that quostion at pres- 
ent, as I ex ect to speak in regard to it 
especially within a fewd ys. I will say, how- 
ever, that Ido not think that pooling proper 
should be permitted, Pooling, from its very 
nature, 80 long #3 railroads are independent, is 
only a device, and a somewhat imperfect one, 
to keep the peace. As regards trusts, I think 
that they should not be permitted except under 
atrong legal restraints.” 


MORE RATE CUTTING. 

Wall-street was astounded yesterday by 
news from the West. Only a fortnight ago all 
the Western railway managers met and solemniy 
pledged themselves, one and all, to put up rates 
and to indulge in no more fights. Only two 
days ago the rates were put up. Yesterday’s 
news was & damperon this pleasant state of 
things. Peace had fled, and the big railroads 
were slashing rates with all the old-time ardor. 
The stock market quickly reflected the disagree- 
able disclosures, and quotations for all involved 
shares went off smartly. 

Wall-street was se much taken aback by the 
news that fora long time it was discredited. 
Dispatches flew back and forth between this city 
aud 8t. Louis and Ohicago asking and giving in- 
formation on the subject. The doubt did not 
last long, theugh. Confirmation came quickly. 

The Reck I[siand’s officers frankly admitted 
that they had authorized th-ir agents at Kan- 
sas City to reduce the regular rate for tickets 
trom Kansas City to.Pueblo from $18 25 to $15. 
This was not done, the Rock Island people con- 
teniied, until the Missouri Pacitic had been de- 
tected making the same eut witkout provoeation. 

Other roads than the Kock Island claimed to 


‘be maintaining the regular rates undisturbed” 


by the competition between the Rock [sland 
and the Missouri Pacific Roads. This claim was 
laughed at by the representatives of the two 
openly cutting roads. President Cable of the 
Rock Island said that personally he knew noth- 
ing of the cut in rates, but he seemed to be guite 
content with the situation, saying blandly that 
he had “heard that one line west of the Mis- 
souri River has met Missouri Pacific’s cuts.” 

The Missouri Pacific people insisted that not 
their agents, but those of the Rock Island, were 
the aggressors. Both sides claim to have evi- 
dence enough to cenvict each other of under- 
hand methods. | 

Freight rates have not yet been cut, though 
interested officers recall the fact that the de- 
structive fight which eest the Southwestern 
roads $2,000,000 a month a@ year ago was begun 
in much the same way that marks the present 
outbreak.

' FIGHTING OATTLE DISEASE, 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Jan. 3,—Thanks to the 
prompt and effective action of the National 
Bureau of Animal Industry, represented here 
by Inspector A. R. McLean, the outbreak of 
pleuro-pneumonia among the dairy cattle of 
this county is now well under control. Only 
one new case has been reported for some days, 
and this oecurred on Monday in tne herd of 
Mrs. John Knight of Monroe. Meantime the 
work of fighting contagion is going on. 

To-day Inspector MoLean and his agsistants 
finished the job of slaugbtering the entire herd 
of 54 head belonging to Richard Bull of the 
town of Hamptonburg. This was ope of the 
finest dairy herds in the county, many of them 
being registered Holstein stock. This makes 
eight entire herds that have been slaughtered 
in the county since the outbreak of the disease. 

Up to this.time the National Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry has expended about $56,900 in 
fighting the malady, most of the sum having 
gone te the farmers in partial compensation for 
condemned cattle, 

Where the condemned animals have not yet 
contracted the disease, but are killed simply 
because they have been exposed to contagion, 
the carcasses are sent to the New-Yerk market 
ilke other butchers’ meat. 





THE FACULTY REORGANIZED. 
NEwW-ORLEANS, Jan. 3:—The Law Faculty of 
Tulane University has been reorganized. The 
Hon. Randall Hunt, whe for over 40 years has 
been & Professor and for nearly 20 years Presi- 


dent of the old university, tendered his resigna- 
tion, which was accepted, but Mr. Hunt was 
retained as Emeritus Rector of the uniyer- 
sity on a full salary for life. The Hon. 
William F. Mellen also retired, and their 
places‘ were filled by the appointment 
of the Hon. Thomas T. Semmes and Judge 
Frank A. Monree. Mr. Semmes, who has a 
national reputation, will be Prefesser of con- 
stitutional law, common law and equity, con- 
flict of Jaws with jurisdiction, and practice of 
the United States courts at law -and in equity. 
He was a Confederate state Senator at Rich- 
mond during the war, and was generally dis- 
cussed for the vacancy on the Supreme Court 
Benoh, which was subsequently filled by Judge 
Lamar,

afternoon issued for the arrest of Mra. Schoep, 
the wife of Jacob Schoop, the confessed mur- 
derer of Antoine Sohilling.

of a daughter of Schoop by a former marriage, 
in whieh she declared that her stepmother had 
frequently urged her father to kill Schilling so 
that they could get possession of his money. 
Miss Schoop also testified that her stepmother 
had asked her to put peison in Schilling’s coffee. 
Schoop, the murderer, denies that his wife was 
in any manner impiieated in the murder of 
Schilling.

HORSE RAILROAD OFFICIALS OBJECT TO 
THE SUBMITTED AGREEMENT. 

The prospects of horse railroad employes, 
both in this city and Brooklyn, to get their new 
agreemenis signed by the Presidents of the va- 
rious railroad companies do not look very 
bright, and perhaps the leaders of the men do 
not expect that the railroad companies will 
accept the contracts without at least some 
modification of their terms. From what could 
be gathered from the representatives of the 
railroads, their principal objection is to paying 
any. advance of wages. The representatives of 


the Eighth and Ninth avenue lines declared 
that the roads could not afford to pay thelr men 
any more. The receipts during 1888 Were less 
than during 1887, for the elevated railway bad 
taken away a good deal of their passenger 
traffic, 

The Directors of the Sixth-Avenue Railroad 
Company held their monthly meeting yester- 
day and read a copy of the new agreement sent 
in for their signatures. The Sixth-avenue line 
does not employ Knights of Labor exclusively, 
having many non-union drivers and conductors, 
and when the Exeeutive Board at the begining 
of 1887 .submitted to the Directors an agreement 
to sign they refused to do so. At yesterday’s 
meeting they decided to pursue the same 
policy as they had done before. A notice was 
prepared, and ordered posted in the depot where 
all the employes could seeir. It was addressed 
to all theemployes of the company, acknowl- 
edged receipt of the agreement, and went on to 
say: 

“The agreemont referred is a set of rules and 
coniditions under which this company shall manage 
its property and condact its business. This com- 
pany received a similar notice some two aoe ago, 
and at that time put before you a notice stating 
their decision. We now eall your attention to said 
notice. Our decision is the same to-day as at that 
time. We want every employe of this company to 
know aud understand beyond question or doabt 
that this company will maintain that position so 
long as they own this property.” 

The notice was signed by President Frank 
Curtiss, and appended to it was the notice that 
nad been issued to the men in 1887 as follows: 

NEV- YORK, Jan. 23, 1887. 

The President of this company was waited on this 
morning by acommittee of the Empire Protective 
Association, asking foran interview, and present- 
Ing @ paper Or agreement for this company to sign. 
An interview was not granted them. The commit- 
teow was distinctly imiormed that this company 
would have no interviews, discussions, or dicta- 
tion from them in regard to the management of its 
business, This company proposes to stand by 
their decision, and to treat with its employes 
only. We place this plainly before you. We want 
no misunderstanding or doubts in your mind as to 
the position the company takes in the matter. We 
have no doubdtas toour position being right, net 
only for the good of the company but for the good of 


all its emploves.

A SINGULAR SUIT OF A _ SON-IN-LAW 
DISMISSED IN COURT. 
BALTIMORE, Jan. 3.—About two years ago Er 
nest Fleischman, formerly of New-York, mar: 
| ried a daughter of Albert Gottschalk, a prowt- 
nent wholesale liquor dealer of Baltimore. To- 
day-in the City Court Judge Stewart decided 
"the sult of the son-in-law against the father-in- 
law a8 a partner in business for profits of the 
business, Fleisehman alleged that soon after 
he became engaged to be married to Gott- 
schalk’s daugnter the defendant induced him to 
give up a lucrative business in New-York and 


come to Baltimore, promising him a_ full 
share in the liquor business when the 
couple were married. After he was married, he 
declares, his father-in-law permitted him to 
sign the firm name, and intrdduced him to the 
banks as a member of the firm; that after being 
in the business a year his father-in-law only 
| allowed him 749 per cent. of the profits as ints 
; share. He protested that such was not the 
i agreement between them, but his father-in-law 
begged him to remain and said he would pur- 
guns @ brewery and give him an interest 
B it. 

The brewery was purchased, but plaintiff did 
not receive an interest in it. On the contrary 
his income from the firm was limited to $250 
per month, and during the absence of plaintiff 
from the oity his autnority te sign the fri name 
was revokeé. His father-in-law, he further de- 
élares, asked him to sign @ paper to accept 10 
per cent. of profits in lieu of salary, and when 
he refused he was requested to cease all further 
participation in the business of the firm. 

The defendant aenied the allegations, stating 
that he only gave piaintiff employment because 
of his lack of means and from his affection for 
his daughter, he feeling bound tu take care o: 
her and, incidentally, of her husband. Judge 
Stewart, in his opinion, says: “It would seem 
natural that an attraetive young lady, with 
whom the plaintiff fell in love on a firat or sec- 
ond visit, Would not want for suitors, especiaily 
if her father had the reputation of having an 
income of nearly $100,000 a year, and it is not 
likely the defendant would seek for a husband, 
even if the lady herself were not to be consult- 
ed, ® person whom he had never seen, and 
whose father was only known to him as tore- 
man in his brother’d distillery some 15 years 
vefore.” The Judge, in concluding, said: 

“Ifa less worthy motive than the love he 
professed for the lady induced the plaintiff te 
ask her hand in marriage it is greatly to be re- 
xretted. If his cousin. who sucted for him, told 
bim the extravagant tale he relates and he wa’ 
induced to marry through sordid motives, it i 
&@ great pity, asin such cases the disappointed 
party very rarely obtains either respect or sym 
pathy from the community.” 

The Judge finds it unreasonable that it should 
he expected that with a business of $500,000 a 
year, with two sons and another daughter be- 
sidés plaintiff’s wife, the court shuuld believe it 
was ever stipulated that the plaintiff should be 
admitted a fall partner with an equal snare of 
the profits. He tinds instead that the plaintiff 
is entitled to 74g per sent. of the profits, less 
such sums paia him on account from July 1, 
1885, until he left the firm in September, 1887, 
which account will be stated by an auditor. 








AN EXCITING MEETING. 


LOCKPORT WANTS TO OWN ITS ELECTRIO 
LIGHT PLANT. 

Lockport, N. Y., Jan. 3. —One of the most ex 
citing public meetings ever held in the quaint 
city of locks took place to-night in Central Aall, 
the largest meeting place here. It was called 
by Mayor Thomas Oliver to discuss the ques- 
tion of lighting the city by electric light. He 
proposes to have the city do it, and as 
@ sonsequence the gas company, composed 
ef prominent citizens who own the present 
electric light plant, are opposed to it. Both 
sides imported gentlemen from Dunkirk to 
speak on the matter. They included Mayor 
William Bookstaver, Dr. J. T. Williams, Dr. 


Smith, C. J. Carney, and Charles E. Haquen- 
beurg. All went well until the gas 
company introduced Mr. Haquenbourg, who is 
guing the city of Dunkirk on the Electric 
Light bill which the city had passed. He as- 
sailed the Water Board of his own city and the 
Mayor. He charged that they were corrupt, 
_— that thelr accounts weuld not bear inspec- 
on. 

His assertions excited an uprear, and cries of 
“The question” and bisses were mingled witao 
cat-calis and whistling. Ex-Assembliyman Will- 
jams’s tall form eould be seen elbowing its 
way through the crowded hall, and he mounted 
the platform and defended the Mayor and 
Water Board in aringing speech. It was one of 
the most exciting meetings that has ever beeu 
held here 

The matter culminated in a committee of 
three being appointed, cousisting of ex-Mayor 
EK. W. Roger, ex-Mayor William Richmond, aud 
Alfred Morgan, to visit cities owning their ewn 
electric light plant and report. Mayor Book- 
staver of Dunkirk, who said he had been 
elected almost unanimonsly on the qres- 
tion the meeting were discussing, vol- 
unteered to pay the Committees 
expense to Dunkirk if they did uot find things 
as he had stated them. This meeting was the 
result of the Mayor’s circular, whieb he issuea 
three weeks ago, showing that the city could 
este some $8,000 a year by owning its own 
plant. 








4 SHREWD FORGER’S TRIOR. 
THOMASVILLE, Ga., Jan. 3.—About three weeks 
ago H.C. Bigham arrived in the city, accoin- 
panied by his wife, and secured quarters at the 


Randali House. He was presumably a tourist. 
Bigham had a wealthy father in Balti- 
more. He gave it out that he was 
expecting a check from his “ governor’ 
by every mail, On Wednesday morning

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VETERANS UP IN ARMS 


TRE HONORABLEKE ARTILLERY 
OOMPANY OF LONDON. 
BRIEF 8KZTCH OF THE TROURLES 
THAT BESET LONDON’S OLDEST 

MILITARY ORGANIZATION. 

In @ period of three and one-half centuries 
the Ionoradle Artillery Company of London 
must have had a large nuisber of ups aad 
downs. The mest eivil organization in the 
werld coulé hardly exiat for over three cent- 
uries without treading cn its own toes, if too 
wary or polite to tread on the toes of other 
peaple. It could hardly be expected, therefore, 
that an organization like the H. A. OG, as it 
is familiarly spoken of on the banks of. the 
Thames, cevlé rumble through 350 years of 
history witport barking an oseasional shin and 
rufing an odd tempes This sort of thing could 
be done with eomparative impunity se long as 
the shina and tompers were not the property of 
persons ef royal blood. An embarrassment of 
ega aad honor may haves incited the Honorable 
Artillery Cempany to rashuess, for recently {it 
collided with its Captain-General and Colonel 
Field Marshal, his Royal Highness Edward 
Aibert, the Prinee of Wales, and the result has 
been dlenetrous. 

The Prince resizned his commission on Deo. 
18, and ainco that time few of the Honorable 
Artillery Company buve enjoyed a comfortable 
night's reat, His resignation was promptly 
faiiowed by that of the Duke of Portiand, who 
was the company’s Lieutenant-Colonel, and 
upon the heels of that camo the resignation of 
Adit Borton, The last resiguation would have 
been accepted oheerfully, for the highest rank 
in any organizsifon over ‘ex by Adajt. 
Horton was that of Colonel. It went against 
the grain to aecept the resignation of a Duke, 
bat even that calawity might have been borne, 
not without pain, of course, but Without any 
cemonstration oft e feelings it excited bad it 
ret been preceded by a similar procedure by 
roysity. None but an American can properly 
appreciate the awful feeling of goneness that 
overwhelmed all but a few members of the 
Honorable Artillory Company when it became 
known that the company had lost the Prince of 
Wales, its Captain-General and Colonel Fiela 
Marshal, at one ewipe. 

The resignations were followed by the calling 
In by the Secretary of Btate for War of the guns 
of the field battery, the rifes and ammunition, 
as these were the property of the Government. 
It was ordered that theso munitiens of war be 
removed by a detachment of Royal Artiilery- 
men, such orders showing pretty piainly that It 
was the intention of the powers to make tho 
Honorable Artillery Company grovel. But tho 
Honorable Artillery Company rose to tho occa- 
sion and before the. Royal Artillery could get 
iusto its aecoutrements Capt. Fry of the Honora- 
bie Artillery Company and some of his suboral- 
nates horsed the zuns and celivered them to the 

roper authorities at Woolwich Arsenal. Now, 

{ war were to break loose the Honorable Artil- 
lery Company would be forced to fight with its 
hands or tbrow them up. 

The controversy that has culminated #0 dis- 
astrouely for the Honorable Artillery Company 
fs older than the Prince of Wales. From ths 
time the Duke of Sussex became Colonel of the 
eompany,. 52 years aco, there have been disseu- 
fiens init. Mostof these are attributed to the 
etvilelement that gradually gained a strong 
footing in the compenr, The company has 
800 members. About 200 of these belong to 
the veteran corps. Ten years of eflicient serv- 
ice has cnabied a private to become 4 veteran, 
and five years’ service nas done the same for 
non-cemmissioned officers, The veterans have 
the privilege of wearing uniform and of 
attendin gaaris ef honer, parades, and 
feativiti generally, without the bother 
of doing drill work It has been the 
contention of the military element that 
the members of the veteran corps should not be 
allowed te interfere with the government of the 
Honorabie Artillery Company. The veterans 
bave maintained that to deprive them of such 
right would be an infringement ef the ancient 
righta of the company, and they have been mp. 
ported by the civil element and generally by the 
new recruits, Tho position of the veteraus 15 
only natural, as the controlling power in the 
company ie the Court of Assistants, which is 
clected st the annual meeting of the Honorable 
Artillery Company, at which all ranks are on 
an oquality, the private at such a time havin 
the right to Gisouss or —— the conduet o 
his superior officer, afd naving a vote that 
counts for justas much as the latter's. 

More than a year ago dissensions reached: an 
acute stage. When Lloyd-Lindsay, who after- 
ward became Lord Wantage, was Colonel of 
the company, all was peace in the family. Con- 
siderable trouble was experienced in selecting 
his suecessor, but finally the Duke of Portland, 
then a Lieutenantof 21 in the Guards, was 
chosen. There was apparently too much werk 
in the position for the Duke, as he seldom attend- 
od a parade, and fora year he has made hard- 
ly au eifort to attend to any of his duties to the 
company. ‘The command of the Honerabie 
Artillery Company therefore practically de- 
volved upon Adjt. Borton. His predecessor had 
been paid by the Government, but upon his res- 
igvation and Adjt. Borton’s succession, the 
War Office refused to pay the Adjutant 
unless he was under its official con- 
trol. To this the Honorable Artillery Company 
objected and decided, after a short time, to pay 
its Adjutant £200 a year out of its own treasa- 
ury, afterward, in 1885, inereasing the ameunt 
to £300. In 1887 an effort was made te diseon- 
tinue the Adjutant’s allowance, and a motion 
to that effect was put at the annual meeting. It 
was barely defeated, and the narrow escape 
showed the military element the strength of its 
opponent, the civil element, The latter argued 
that it was throwing money away to pay it toa 
man who neglected his duties. It was claimed 
that Adjt. Borton had followed closely is the 
footsteps of the Duke of Portland, and that, 
although he failed te fulfill the responsibilities 
of his position, he was virtually an autocrat, a8 
every holder of a commission was more er less 
in the grip ef the Lieutenart-Colonel, and, in 
his absence, of the Adjutant. 

The action of Adjt, Borton’s opponents was 
commented upon very Soreresy y Capt. Wool- 
mer-Williama in his “ History of the Honorable 
Artillery Company.” It was called a ‘‘mischiev- 
ous attempt led by a few malcontents to threat- 
en the power of the military authorities.” The 

uarrel was taken up by the Prince of Wales. 
fn @ eommunication addressed to Lord Colville, 
President of the Court of Assistants, the Prince 
described the present system as a ‘complete 
failure.” While be was reluctant te advise the 
infringement of the ancient rights of the Hon- 
orable Artillery Company, he was of the opin- 
ion, and was supported by the military advisers 
of the Crown, that the anomalous position of 
the eompany could not be longer permitted and 
that the Honorable Artillery Company should 
be placed under the Volunteer act, with certain 
clauses of the latter omitted. 

The ition assumed by the Prince of Wales 
is attributed by these who have objected to the 
rule of the Duke of Portidnd and Adjt. Borton 
10 bis friendship for them and Capt. Wooimer- 
Williams. A vigorous effert had been made to 
get rid of him subsequent to the publication of 

is history of the company. A committee of 
59 members of the ecompany made Major Mv- 
Kenzie its Chairman. A vrivate gave notice 

«that he would move for the expuisien of the 
Captain. The latter failed to secure a re-elec- 
tion to the Court of Assistants. His resig- 
nation was handed to the Duke of Port- 
land, who refused to. accept it, and as- 
sured Cant. Woolmer-Williatros of his coa- 
fidence aud that of the Prince of Wales. 
The latter wrote to the Court of Assistants that 
the proposal te expe! Woolmer-Williams was a 
gross act ef insubordination and an insult to 
her Majesty the Queen. Major McKenzie was 
obliged to resign, his request for an inquiry 
having been denied. The company, though un- 
willing to pay Aajt. Borton £300 a year, de- 
clared-its willingness that a definite sum should 
be placed annually at the disposal of the com- 
mauding officer ‘for military purposes.” It 
wes also willing to consider, though not to 
accept without consideration, the changes 
which the Prince of Wales proposed to make in 
its constitu! ion. 

The Honorable Artillery Company is now a 
subject of auxious consideration to the War 
Office authorities, ana its. fate is hanging in the 
balance, though, perhaps, if the Honorable 
Artillery Company decides to mako a fight 1t 
may not be an easy matter either to infringe its 
rights or crush it out of existence.

NOT WITHOUT FRIENDS. - 
CHARGES AGAINST A SCHOOL TEACHER 
. WHO RETAVIATES 
ENGLISHTOWN, N. J., Jan. 3.—This village has 
been in a state of great exeltement for some 
time overcharges preferred against John W. 
Gaskill, the viltage school teacher, by some of 
the prominent people of the village, who assert 
that Gaskill is unfit for his position. f 
His accusers resently preferred eharges 
against him before the Rey. Samuel Lockwood, 
the Superintendent of Echoola of Monmouth 
County. After looking Into the matter Dr. Lock- 
wood dismissed ths charges, olaiming that there 


was not enough evidence againet Gaskill to 
warrant his dismissal from the school. 

Gaskill’s opponents then carried the case ke- 
fore Co}, Charies W. Fuller, State Superintendent 
of Public Ins:ruotion. Col. Fuller heard both 
sides of the case and then acquiesced in Dr, 
Lockwood's decision. 

The toacher’s opponents did not wait for the 
State Superintendent’s decision, brt at once 
went to work and organized a private school, 
There are nearly 200 children of school age in 
the village, and of this number nearly'100 left 
the sehoo! presided over by Gaskill and attended 
the private one, The Ergishtown pubiic school 
receives abeut $1,200 of school money from the 
State fund, which goes to pay Mr. Gaskill’s 
se and to meet the expenses of the institu- 
tion. 

The private school jast organized is supported 
by the contributions of Gaskill’s opponents, 
who have contributed liberally toward its sup- 
port, and the new project does not lack funds. 

The Rev. Charles Everett and the Rov. Pereey 
Perrinchief are among the strongest of Gaskill’s 
epponents. Dr. ‘I. A. Applegate, the village 
physician, is anether. These men and other 
prominent citizens openly deolare that Gaskill 
should not be allowed to go unpunished, 

The accised teacher is not without friends, 
He claims that the charges broucht against him 
are false, and were concoeted by his enemies 
forthe purpose of forcing him to resign and 
Jeave the place, He declares that he will not 
leave, and he has begun suits for criminal libel 
against eight of the prominent men of the yvil- 
lage. In his suits he lays his damages at 
$20,000. 


JHB FINANOKS OF MAINE. 


GOY. BURLBIGH SAYS THE STATE IS IN 
A GOOD CONDITION, 

Avausrta, Me., Jan. 3.—Gov. Burleigh was in- 
anguratea this morning in the presence of the 
Legislature and delivered his message. The 
messago reports that the various institutions of 
the State are in excellent eondition. The Gov- 
ernor recommends that the Legislature meme- 
rialize Congress, asking that Representatives in 
Congress and Presidential Electors shall be 
chosen on the second Tuesday of October, be- 
ginning with the year 1892. 

The aggregate of the deposits in the 55 sav- 
ings banks ef the State, the message says, 18 
nearly $41,000,000, divided among 124,562 de 
positors, of which number nearly 100,600 rep- 
Tesouts deposits of less than $500 each. The 
financial condition of the State is one which 
will soon justify afurther reduetion of tax- 
ation. Under the act of 1-87, which practicaliy 
abolisned the sinking fund, $1,198,000 of State 
bonds included in that fund were canceled and 
destroyed. This has reduced the bonded debt 
to $1,748,000, due June 1, and. $2,187,400, due 
Oct, lof the current year. From this aggre- 
gate indebtedness—$3,935,400—there is to be 
deducted the amount remaining in the sinking 
fund, the present value of whichis $1,198,107. 
After this deductiov is made there will remain 
not exceeding $2,750,000 of the State debt to 
be refun led. 

Tho State has accepted the trust under the 
will of the late Gov. Coburn to receive $150,000 : 
for public institutions. This may be applied to 
the paymont of the bonded debt, thus reducing 
tho State’s pubile obligation to some $2,600,000. 
This amount is subject to still further reduction 
by Cengress refunding the direct tax, amount- 
ine to $357,702, levied by the National Govern- 
mentin August, 186L 








THE. AUBURN STATE PRISON. 


RUMORS, THAT WARDEN DURSTON IS 
TO BE REMOVED. : 

AUBURN, N. Y., Jan. 3.—The most sensational 
rumor that floats around is that which says 
there is te be a change in the administration at 
the Auburn Prison. That is that Warden 
Charles F. Durston is slated to retire, though 
who is tesucceed him is not definitely settled. 
These rumors have gained considerable cur- 
rency, especially sinee the return of the Auburn 
phalanx from Albany, where it is asserted by 
seme of them they heard the statement from ‘4 
man who is near to the Governor.” | 

The time fixed by the rumors for Mr. Durston 
to return to his law praeties is Feb. 1. When a 
reporter called at Warden Durston’s office thig 
morning that official acknowledged he had heard: 
the rumor, but the hints that eame to him were 
very vague, andke said that he had made up 
his mind to “let the other fellows do the talk: 
ing.” As yet he had heard nothing that would 
lead him to believe that a change was con- 
tem plated. 

**Why should they change?” he asked. “I’m 
the Only Warden in the State who made a suc- 
eass of the State account system. There is 
$79,000 to my ereditin the Controller's office, 
and the daily expenses of the prison were never 
as low asnow. No,I don’t worry, although I 
know that there are men who are and have 
been fighting me for along time and who pre- 
dicted that I wouldn’t stay here six weeks when 
[ was firstappointed. ._But I’m here yet and 
when a change is made I’1l walk out and nobody 
will hear me kick about it.” 





FOUR BONNIE LASSIRS. 

ATLANTIC HIGHLANDS, N. J., Jan. 3.—Four 
young girls of this place have just completed a 
notable New Year’s work by preventing an old 
man frem being sent te the poorhouse. The 
names of the young girls are Geraldine Andrew, 
Jennie Williams, Louisa Stewart, and Norma 
Swan, The subject of their attentions is Charles 
Johnson, an old man who has lived at Navesink 
for a great many years. Hois97 years old and 
is familiarly known by the residents of Nave- 
sink as “Uncle Charlie’ Johnson. All of his 
immediate family are dead, and the old man has 
been supported by distant relatives. He nas 
become totally helpless, and the inereased eare 
involves heavier expenses than could readily be 
met by his re.atives., 

The four young girls, when this fact became 
known, determined that the old man should not 
be sent. to the poorhouge, and they formed a 
committee and had a handsome sofa pillow 
inade. Then they sold “chances” for it at 10 
cents a chance, Bo far they have colleeted 
nearly $75, and they will probably reach the 
sum of $100 by the end of this week.

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Jan. 3.—A discovery which 
promises to be of the utmost impertance to the 
Southern States has been made by Dr. C. ¥F. 
’ Panknin of Charleston. It is not practicable at 
this time to give the details, but. sufficient can 
be said to show the nature of the discovery and 
its value. : 

At different times many experiments looking 
to the cultivation of ramie have been made in 
the South, and the plant, it has been found, 
oan be grown without difficulty. It will grow 
anywhere that cotton grows, at no expense 
whatever for cultivation. It grows like a weed, 


and is not subject to the ravages of worms, nor is 
it Hable to any of the other maladies to which the 
more tender cotton is subject. Ramie, then, 
can be grown without difficulty. The trouble» 
hitherto bas been te tinda quick and inexpen- 
sive way in which the bark of the ramie piant 
could be prepared for manufacture without in- 
jury to.the pecuhar quality and.value of the 
fibre. Itissuch a process as that which has 
been so long sought which Dr. Panknuin has dis- 
covered, < 

Without any mechanical process of conae- 
quence, and by simple chemical treatment, oc- 
cupying in all from 48 to 60 hours, the bark of 
the ramie ia brought into cendition to be caraed 
and spun, so thutin this condition it is avail- 
avle for all the yarious uses for the different 
textile materials, such asthe finest cotton and 
silk, Dr. Panknin has been engaged on his ex- 
 tevp af for a considerable time, and has now 

rought it to a satisfactory cenclusion. 

The proceas is of the simplest pessivle charaoc- 
ter. Ramie is cultivated and is manufactured 
for use in fine domestic goods, linens, and simi- 
lar cloths, but the processis keptsecret, and the 
right to make nse of itis not sold. The speci- 
mens of the ramie stock subjected to treatment 
by Dr Panknin show the utter destruction of 
the skin or bark of the plant, and of the viscous 
or glutinous matter which holds the fibres to- 
gether, The fibre is ready for spinning. The 
cost of preparing the plant is said to be trifling.

FINE S1ABLES DESTROYED. 


THE HORSES SECURED, BUT A QUANTITY 


OF HAY AND GRAIN BURNED. 

Boston, Jan. 3,—The large brick and granite 
atables eccupied by the City Health and Paving 
Departments, situated on Marcella-street, Rox- 
bury, Mass., were damaged by tire this after- 
noon $32,000, There is no insurance. The 
stables were built by the city in 1874 at a cost 
of nearly $80,000, and were eonsidered com- 
plete in their appointments. The lower floor 
was devoted to stalls, in which there were 65 


animals when the fire broke out. All were sate- 
ly removed. On the second floor were stored 
nearly 70 tons of hay and several thousand

NATURAL GAS IN NEW-YORE.

FAMED FOR BAD WEATHER. 


THE. PAST YEAR’S . RECORD REVIEWED 
BY MONTAS, 

According to the records of the Signal 
Service in the Equitable tower the past year 
was, meteorologically, the must remarkable 
one in the records of the Signal Service. For 
high winds, blizzards, warm June, cool July, 
electrical thunderstorms, cyclones, deficiency 
of temperature, excess of rainfall, and mild 
Winter, the year 1888 was phenomenal. 

January opened with a warm wave, the tem- 
perature ranging in the fifties, but fell on the 
224 to 1.9° above zero, which was the lowest 
record for the year. On the 12th and 16th the 
highest reading of the barometer of the year 
30.82, was made. The greatest velocity of 
wind for the year oceurred Jan. 26, which was 
a@ maximum of 60 miles an hour. 

February was entirely free from any striking 
meteorological feature. 

March produced Blizzard Monday. The.storm 
that began March 12 and lasted through the 
13th and 14th 1s not likely to be soon forgotten. 
The maximum velocity of wind attained March 
13 was 50 miles, and thetotal number of miies 
traveled by the wind during the momth was 
10,470, the greatest of the entire year. The. 
snowfall during the blizzard was twu and one- 
half feet on a level. i 

* April showers” were more than abundantin 
the following month, -constituting its single 
marked peculiarity. 

May, usually the brightest month of all the 
year, had only une day of clear sky. There 
were in May 21 days of rain and tive thunder- 


‘storms, 


June had only seven rainy days. The temper- 
ature during the latter purt was exceedingly 
high, a Maximum of 96.2° on the 23d being re- 
corded. 

July was notably cold, and had less.rain than 
as of the other moaths. ; 

ug. 16 was the hottest day of the year, when 


“a temperature of 96.3° wasreaehed. Very heavy 


rains occurred during this month. 

September was exeeedingly wet. Several 
electrical thunderstorms occurred and the total 
rainfall for the month was 7.40 inches. 

October brought some heavy storms, The 
wind attained a veloeity of 50 miles on the 
26sh, but otherwise the month was nos remark- 
able. 

During November more severe storms along 
our coast were experienced than had occurred 
for years, and several cyclones came up frem 
the Guif, 

December was remarkably warm and the 
25th was the warmest Ciristmas Day ter the 
last 18 years.

GOV. AMES’S MESSAGE. 


BE AGAIN RECOMMENDS FEMALE 8UF- 


FRAGE IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

Boston, Jan. 3.—Goy. Ames delivered his 
third inaugura} address to-day. In his message 
he had this to say regarding woman suffrage: 

“Onoe more I earnestly recommend, as an act 
of simple justice, the enactment of a law se- 
curing municipal suffrage to women. Recents 
political events have confirmed the opinion 
whieh I have long held, that if women have 
sufficient reason to vote they will do so and be- 


come an important factorin the settlement of 
¥reat questions. If we ean trust uneducated 
men to vote, we can. with greater safety and 
far more propriety grant the same power to 
women, who, a6 a rule, are a8 well educated and 
quite as intelligent as men.” 

Regarding the proposed censtitutional prehi- 
bition“amendment he recommends: ‘Should 
you confirm the action of your predecessors in 
voting to submit the prohibition amendment to 
the people, I suggest that yon tako such action 
that the resolve may be submitted to the people 
early. Heretofore nearly every important con- 
stitutional amendmens has been voted on by 
the people at a special election held in the 
Spring of the year. We are adout to test the 
efiiciency of a law that will materially limtt the 
number of licenses which will be granted to 
soll intoxicating liquors te be used as a 
beverage. I have long been convinced that 
there should -be such a restriction where the 
sale of liquor is allowed, and I believe also that 
the penalty for violating the laws regulating 
such sale should be greatiy increased, and that, 
as arule, the penalty should bea by imprison- 
ment rather than by fine. It would be wise.in 
my opinion, to secure the imposition of such 
penalty, instead of a fine, sefar as possible, 
withous wholly abolishing the disoretionary 
power of the court.” 

Gov. Ames also makes this recommendation: 
** TL resommend the passage of » law authoriz- 
ray the appointment of some suitable and skill- 
ful person who shall have a genoral advisory 
oversight of the roads and bridges of the cities, 
towns, and counties of the Commonwealth, who 
may be freely consulted by local authorities 
without charge, and who shali make an annugl 
report to the Legislature on the roads and 
bridges in the Commonwealth.”

Facts and arguments regarding the effect 
of the Senate Tariff bill do not make the 
least impression upon the Republican ma- 
jority in that body. Their bill was made 
for the benefit of manufacturers, and they 
vote down every proposition to reduce any 
of its outrageous exactions. They are de- 
termined by making the tax on cheap cot- 
ton cloths and on cotton thread greater 
than the entire labor cost in their produc- 
tion to extract the utmost cent from every 
poor family and every wretched sewing 
woman to swell the profits of rich capital- 
ists. All this is to protect the American 
workingman, and the Republican Senators 
appear toassume that the workingmen at 
the late election decided that they wanted 
more of that kind of protection. What was 
really decided was that the employers of 
labor in manufacturing industries wanted 
more of it and were willing te pay for it, as 
they could well afford to do. 








One of the most muddled of Gov. H1w’s 
dbjections to the plan of ballot reform pro- 
posed by those who wish to make the re- 
form effectual was that which he urged 
against the placing of the initials of inspect- 
orsor clerks upon the back of the official 
ballots. He spoke ef this as an identifica- 
tion that virtually destroyed the secrecy of 
the ballot, ‘substituting for absolute secrecy 
‘*a mere promise of secrecy on the part of 
two subordinate officials.” As the ballots 
given out would all be alike and all marked 
in the same way, the marking would 
only identify them as the ‘‘official 
ballots,” and by no. pessibility as 
the particular ballots cast by  indi- 
vidual voters. The Governor mentioned 
as @ “ significant fact” that the new Massa- 
chusetts law requires no ‘marking or iden- 
tification of ballots.” The significant fact 
is quite the contrary, as it requires a much 
- more elaborate marking for the identifica- 
tion of the official ballots than that of put- 
ting the initials of inspectors upon the 
back. Itrequires them to be marked with 
the designation “ official ballot,” the name 
sof the polling place at which they are used, 

and afao simile of the signature of the 
official eharged with the printing. That 
these are printed instead of being written 
makes no difference, as the sole purpose in 
either case and the sole effect is to identify 
the ballots as those officially provided and 
to prevent the use ef any other. 


While we cannot expect that ‘current re- 
ports about the attempts of the Whisky 
Trust to crush one or two competing dis- 
tilleries will convince Mr. Buarneg, Mr.

Gen. HARRISON is in the way to realize 
the force of the lamentation of Sir BoYLE 
RocHE that he could not open his mouth 
without putting his foot in it. Ever since 
election he has maintained a silence that 
could not be immediately distinguished 
from statésmanship. On New Year’s Night 
he broke the silence and the spell, for it is 
plain to everybody that his allusion to the 
Southern question is simply silly. Those 
who pretend to find any meaning whatso- 
ever in it maintain that it denotes tbe ora- 
tor’s intention to adopt a “rigorous South- 
ern policy,” which means neither more nor 
less than would be meant by an announce- 
ment that he. intends to adopt a 
rigorous New-England policy. The 
most obstrepérous publicists of his party 
can suggest nothing that the National 
Government can do to render the elections 
in the Southern States freer, except to cut 
down the representation of those States in 
proportion to the number of voters whom 
the publicists surmise to be Republicans, 
and whom they further surmise to be de- 
prived of their votes by fraud or force. 
There is evidently a slight practical diffi- 
culty in founding an apportionment on 
these conjectures. But suppose that sur- 
mounted. The reformers then come upon 
the provisions in the first article of the 
Constitution, that Representatives shall be 
apportioned, not according to votes, but ac- 
cording to numbers. In order to change 
the basis of representation it is necessary 
first to secure a two-thirds majority of both 
houses to propose an amendment to the 
Constitution, and next three-fourths of the 
States to ratify the same. As the first con- 
dition has not yet been fulfilled, we need 
not trouble ourselves about the difficulty 
of fulfilling the second, If the President- 
elect, therefore, meant anything at all, he 
meant that he wasin favor of performing 
a manifest impossibility, and it is perhaps 
more respectful to him to assume that he 
did not mean anything, except to perform 
a fantasia on the bugle. 


The Harvard undergraduates and a good 
many graduates will probably be glad to 
note the abrogation of the rule which has of 
late forbidden the athletes of that college 
to play with professionals. This regulation 
has put the wearers of the crimson at a dis- 
advantage compared with the students of 
some other colleges. While the latter have 
been able in various competitive sports to 
measure their strength and skill against 
the best experts, and to get from them 
whatever points and training such playing 
can yield, the Harvard men have been re- 
stricted to practice with amateurs. In 
very many cases this competition is neces- 
sarily with inferiors, and the best-results 
have not been attainable. It is true that 
the substituted rule requires the assent of 
the Committee on Athletics to any contest 
in which a college organization desires to 
take part; but with the equal representa- 
tion of Faculty, graduates, and undergrad- 
uates on that committee it ought to work 
well and for the best interests of the stu- 
dents. At any rate, the abolition of the 
anti-professonal rule will be welcomed, 
especially, perhaps, by the baseball players. 








A QUESTION FOR MR. ALLISON. 

When the tariff debate is resumed in the 
Senate to-day, Mr. VEsT or Mr. MCPHERSON 
should ask Mr. ALLISON why he and his 
associates in the committee fixed the duty 
on steel rails in their bill at $15 68 per ton 
and opposed a motion to reduce it to $13 44. 
Itistrue that the paragraph relating to 
steel rails has been passed in Committee of 
the Whole, but debates in the Senate are 
characterized by a delightful freedom from 
restraint, and there is nothing to prevent 
the asking of the question we have sug- 
gested or the offering of an explanation in 
reply to it. : 

The question should be asked, and Mr. 
ALLISON er Mr. ALDRICH should be pressed 
to answer it, because the reply, if it should 
be made frankly and so as to meet the 
inquiry fully, would show what the com- 
mittee’s motives were and what its real 
purpese has been with respect to many 
ether duties in the bill as well as with 
reference to this duty on rails. It should 
be asked for the additional reason that 
when the duty on rails was under con- 
sideration, on the 18th ult., the authors 
and other supporters of the bill offered 
not a word in explanation or defense of 
the rate and gave no reason whatever for 
the votes which they cast against the mo- 
tion to reduce it. 

The explanation, if it could be drawn 
eut of the authors of the bill, would be of 
considerable value, because in this case it 
‘would be very difficult to evade the real 
issue. The duty on rails of steel or iron for 
use on railroads stands by itself, and in the 
official reports the statistics concerning im- 
ports of such rails are separated from those 
relating to other forms of iron or steel. 
That isnot the case with respect to steel 
beams, about which there was so long a 
discussion. The paragtaph fixing the duty 
on beams alse covers “all structural shapes 
of iron’ or steel,” including angles, chan-. 
nels, columns, &c., and it was practically 
-impossible to pick out for use the official 
figures relating to beams alone. The makers 
of the bill cannot, in the case of rails, take 
shelter behind figures relating to a large 
group of products, and it is probable that 
for this reason they said nothing when the 
motions to reduce the duty were made. . 

Mr. ALLISON and Mr. ALDRICH should be 
required to explain why they insist upon 
a duty of $15 68 when any one can see and 
they must admit that a duty of only $7 
would afford prohibitory protection. © That 
is the whole matter in a nutshell. The re-

‘not cause foreign’ ratls ‘to “be imported and 


sold in competitio with domestic rails, 
but the makers of the bill refused to accept 
it. If the duty should be reduced to $7 the 
domestic manufacturers wonld still abso- 
lutely contrel the home market, for no for- 
eign rails could be ‘imported without con- 
siderable loss. Is not any prohibitory duty 
high enough tor protection? 

The proof can be obtained by any intelli- 
gent man. Take the sales of steel rails in 
this country during the year just ended 
and the sales and prices of similar rails in 
England during the same year. In its re- 
view of the year, published on the 28th 
_ult., the Railroad Gazette said: ‘‘The year 
began with rails at $32 at the mills. The 
price has fallen without interruption until 
it now stands at $27 to $27 50.” The price 
in England is alittle less than $20, and it 
was lower in the early months of last 
year. If $3 be allowed for the cost of 
transportation across the Atlantic, the 
collection of a duty of $15 68. would 
have raised the cost of foreign rails 
delivered at this port at any time in 
the last year to at least $37. This exceeds 
by $9 or $10 the price of home-made rails. 
It will be secn that a duty of $7 would be 
prohibitory now. Atany time in the last 
six months it would have forbidden the im- 
portation of rails. And yet the makers of 
the Senate bill fixed the rate at $15 68, and 
with their party associates refused to lower 
it even to $13 44. 


Mr. ALLISON cannot say that so high aduty 
($15 68) is needed for the protection of the 
manufacturers; the sales and prices at 
home and abroad fora year preclude that 
defense. But for what purpose was $8 68 
added to the $7 that would be enough to 
meet the demands of protectionists upon 
any theory that has ever been openly ad- 
vanced by them ? 

Is not the real purpose of the authors of 
the bill disclosed when the work of the 
combination of home snanufacturers of 
railsin the year 1887 is recalled? That 
combination raised the price of rails to $40, 
and the average price for the entire year ex- 
ceeded $37. The combination can be re- 
vived. Itcan raise the price again. In an- 
other year it can again by ring methods 
take from the people $15,000,000 more in 
profits than the present price would yield. 
But it could not do this if the duty should 
be only $7. With a duty of $15 68 it could, 
under present conditions as to prices abroad, 
raise the home price to $37 or $38 and hold 
the market. And for what other purpose, 
except to serve the greed of a ring, the duty 
is fixed at $15 68 we cannot see. 

As we have said, Mr. ALLISON and his 
associates should be urged to: give. their 
reasons clearly. They should not be per- 
mitted to get away from the point. As 
more than half of this duty is not needed 
for protection, for what purpose is it to be 
imposed ?

THE UNDERGROUND WIRE QUES- 
TION. 

The Board of Electrical Control is criti- 
cised for permitting new electric wires to 
be strung overhead in streets where under- 
ground conduits have not yet been pro- 
vided. Whether or not this criticism is 
just depends upon circumstances. It is 
undoubtedly the duty of the board: to con- 
vert the overhead system into an under- 
ground system as rapidly as possible in all 
parts of the city, and to provide subways 
where electric wires are in use or required 
without any unnecessary delay. But the 
law requires it to make the change of sys- 
tem without impairing the efficiency of the 
electric service, which has been rapidly 
extending since the work of providing sub- 
ways began. The board is armed with 
power to permit the use of overhead wires 
where itis still necessary, and in order not 
toimpair the efficiency of the service it is 
bound to allow their use until such time as 
means are provided for putting them under 
ground. It should be distinctly understood 
that the continuance and extension of the 
overhead system is to be permitted only 
where the underground system is not pro- 
vided for, and so long as it is not provided 
for, and that as rapidly as possible the con- 
version shall be made. 

The real question, then, is whether, the 
Board ef Electrical Control is using due 
diligence in the construction of subways. 
That may woll be inquired into, and if it is 
not doing its duty in that respect it should 
not only be criticised but some means 
should be found for bringing it up to its 
work or displacing it with a more energetic 
body. But the mere fact that it does not 
obstruct the development of the electric 
service by preventing the use of overhead 
wires where there is no provision for any 
other is not a fairsubjectforcriticism. The 
supposition is that as soon as subways can 
be provided for these wires they will go 
into them and the poles will be removed, 
whether they are old or new.. There are 
insinuations that the members of the board 
are interested in the companies to which 
the privilege of stringing new wires over- 
head has been granted, and are delaying 
the necessity of putting them under ground 
in the interest of the companies. This isa 
serious charge, and ought either to be sub- 
stantiated or refuted If it can. be sus- 


tained by evidence, it is sufficient ground 
for the remoyal of the members of the 


board. Perhaps Mayor GRANT will be able 
to find out something on this point. 

There is no question that where subways 
are provided, and as fast as they are pro- 
vided, the. wires should go into them and 
the streets should be cleared of the poles. 
In this matter the board has been ham- 
pered for two years by the failure of the 
Mayor to co-operate in the work and by the 
obstructive tactics of some of the electrical 
companies. The latter have passed beyond 
the point of toleration, and the companies 
should be presented with the simple alter- 
native of putting their wires in the sub- 
ways or discontinuing business on the lines 
where they are provided. They have defied 
the law, public authority, and public senti- 
ment, their only apparent motive being 
to avoid the expense of making the 
change required. One or two of the compa- 
nies using conductors for arc lights claim 
that the subways are not adapted to their 
purposes, If that were true, it could have 
been obviated by a disposition on the part

Then they had the opportunity of making 
suggestions and laying their requirements 
before the board, which they neglected to 
do. Finally, when a plan was adopted thoy 
could have pointed out defects and had 
them remedied. But their plain purpose 
was to obstruct and, if possible, defeat the 
‘object of the law. . 

It has been demonstrated by the experi- 
ence of Chicago and the testimony of ex- 
perts familiar with the system there that 
not only is an underground system for con- 
ductors for currents of the strongest ten- 
sion to be used for motive power and arc 
lighting entirely practicable, but that tho 
subways laid here are well adapted for that 
purpose. The arrangements for making 
connections may not be the-best, but that 
is largely the fault of the companies, which 
never indicated what would be required. 
They are, of course, bound to make their 
own connections, and if they make plain 
that the present provision for the purpose 
is not adequate the difficulty should be met. 
Another insinuatien against the Bgard of 
Electrical Control is that it makes discrimi- 
nation in the treatment of different com- 
panies. If this’ is true, and if it’s due. to 
anything but the attitude and conduct of 
the companies themselves, making similar 
treatment impracticable, it ought to be 
rectified. It may be that the action of the 
board calls for investigation, and itis pos- 
sible that itis guilty of derelictions that 
demand a change, but nothing should be 
done to countenance and encourage the 
course of those companies which have failed 
to comply with the law and tried to defeat 
its purpose. The execution of tie law 
should not be weakened, but strengthened, 
and these corporations should be forced 
from their attitude of resistance to one of 
compliance, or give way to those who are 
willing to submit to requirements that are 
made in the interest of the public.

CHEAP AND TRACTABLE LABOR. 

Mr. C. P. HUNTINGTON should visit In- 
dianapolis without delay and lay before the 
President-elect his proposal for the repeal 
or nullification of the Chinese Exclusion 
act. The Chamber of Commerce, respecta- 
ble and influential body that itis, can do lit- 
tle or nothing to secure for the country and 
Mr. HUNTINGTON that “tractable and cheap 
labor which we very much need to build up 
our desolaté places.” Let him demonstrate 
to Gen. HARRISON that this “spiteful legis- 
lation” was a purely Democratic meas- 
ure, ‘“‘which nothing but ‘the neces- 
sities. of a partisan struggle could have 
brought about,” and that “the fanat- 
ical hostility to the industrious China- 
man is limited to California, where the 
Irish Catholics swing the balance of power,” 
and demand, as one of the heavy contrib- 
utors to Republican campaign funds, that 
the Exclusion act be repealed. 

Why should not the ‘‘ fat” of Mr. Hun- 
TINGTON’s railroads command the same 
respect and docility as the fat of Mr. Car- 
NEGIE’s steel rail mills? The interest he 
has at stake is very great. The complaint 
is made that the great fruit and wine 
industries of California cannot be profit- 
ably carried on without Chinese labor. 
Senator HEARST, who has lately ac- 
quired large vineyard interests,.is said 
to be a convert to the views set forth by 
Mr. HUNTINGTON in the letter read before 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday. Of 
course, it is for the interest of Mr. Hunr- 
INGTON that labor on the Pacific coast 
should be sufficiently cheap and tractable 
to insure the production of a large and con- 
stant supply of merchandise available for 
transportation at high rates over the Cen- 
tral and Southern Pacific Railroads, and 
that between our Government and that of 
China there should prevail a beautiful 
amity calculated to foster in equal degree 
the brotherhood of man and a roaring ex- 
port trade. 

.The short way for Mr. HUNTINGTON is to 
instill his views of cheap labor and of the 





in California into the receptive mind of the 
President-elect of his party. It may be that 
Gen. HARRISON will at first be found sensi- 
tive and impatient, owing to the recent 
prevalence of campaign slanders, which 
imputed to him faster than he could dis- 
claim them cpinions in respect to Chinese 
immigration which were unsuitable for a 
high-tariff candidate; but if the President- 
elect can’t help Mr. HUNTINGTON nobody 
can. 


THE “WALKING DELEGATE” AGAIN. 

The Sixth-Avenue Railroad Company has 
taken a stand with reference to ‘‘ Labor” 
which every employer of labor would bene- 
fit the: men in his employ as well as himself 
by imitating. For several days there have 
been rumors that the drivers and conduct- 
orsin the service of that corporation were 
about to make a demand for less work and 
more wages, to be enforced if necessary by 
astrike, Singular to say, the drivers and 
conductors in question, upon being asked, 
for the most part professed ignorance. of 
any such intention, and the prefession was 
no doubt sincere. Nevertheless there was 
such an intention, and an earnest of it was 
given in the submission to the President of 
the road of a proposed “agreement’’ em- 
bodying various ameliorations of the lot of 
the conductors and drivers, accompanied 
by a letter signed by five names, purporting 
to be those of “the Executive Board of D. 
‘'D. No. 1 of New-York City, N. T. A. 
226.” We have not the least notion what 
-all these initials stand for. If they were 
meant to represent an organization of the 
drivers ana conductors of the Sixth-Avenue 
Railroad this would be a long-winded and 
circuitous way of setting forth that fact. 
But it appears from the reply of the compa- 
ny that this is not the fact, while it does 
not appear that any member of the General 
Executive Board is alsoin the pay of the 
railroad. 

In reply to this summons the company 
has published its answer to a like demand 
made upon it two years ago by the Empire 
Protective Association.

‘agement of its busindss” from . them, 
and that it would “treat with its employés 
only.” The reply added: ‘‘We have no 
doubt as to our position being right, not 
only for the good of the company but for 
the good of all its employés.” 
Nobody else’can have any doubt upon this 
point who has noted the “labor troubles” 
that have arisen from a disregard of the 
principle set forth by the company. It is 
much clearer now than it was even two 
. years ago thatit is folly for any employer 
to treat as representatives of his 
workmen those who aro not in 
fact his workmen. And it is equally 
, true that such a course is injurious to 
the men. A deputation of men engaged in 
acertain employment asking for a change 
in the conditions of that employment is en- 
titled:to respectful and considerate treat- 
ment frora their employer. In such a case as 
that of the Sixth-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany it would be inconvenient to the verge 
of impossibility, and disorderly tu the verge 
of riot, to have all the men employed calling 
upon their employer at once. “The only way 
in which any arrangement could be arrived 
at would be. by some person or persons 
authorized to represent the rest. The fear 
that these representatives would be marked 
out by the employer for persecution is in 
almost all cases groundless. ‘Very few em- 
ployers would resent a respectful communi- 
cation from the men who really represented 
the sentiments and the interests of the men 
in their employ. If any small-minded em- 
ployer: should do so, the whole body of 
workmen would have a good cause for 
striking work in order to secure fair play 
for their representatives. 

The objection to deputations of K. of L. 
and E. P. A. and N. T. A. is that -the inter- 
est of the deputies is not the same as 
that of their principals. These associations 
furnish through their offices, paid out of 
assessments upon the wages of the men, a 
chance of living without work toa num- 
ber of windy and. worthless persons who in- 
trigue for and secure them. It is not to the 
interest of these men that disputes should 
be settled. Itis to their interest that the 
disputes should go on te the striking point, 
and that money of which they themselves 
have the handling should be procured from 
the members of the association: who are 
at work, ostensibly for the support of the 
men on strike. When the strike ends, these 
men are neither able nor required to render 
any account of the money thus expended. 
The result is that at the end of the strike 
the strikers and the workmen associated 
with them who have contributed to their 
needs are much poorer than they were be- 
fore, and the members of the Executive 
Board are much richer, besides enjoying a 
notoriety that is precious to them. 

The interest of the representatives of 
workmen in a given employment who are 
not themselves engaged in it as workmen is 
thus not only not identical with the interest 
of their principals, butis directly opposed to 
that interest. Any employer who consents 
to treat with men not in his employ offers 
areward for the interruption of his busi- 
ness by astrike, At times it may seem to 
him safer to accede even to unreasonable 
demands made by persons who have no 
legitimate interest in his business, and 

whose actual interest is adverse to it, than 
“to risk a strike. If he yields, he is in most 
cases sure to regret it. These truths are 
more familiar to employers now than they 
were before the Knights of Labor began 
their operations. There are signs that they 
are becoming familiar to workingmen, and 
that these are by no means so ready as they 
were two or three years ago to throw up 
their situations without knowing why. 
However this may be, the Sixth-Avenue 
Read has done well for its conductors and 
drivers, as well as for itself, by refusing te 
hold any conference with men who are not 
in its employ, but who pretend to represent 
the men who are. 





THE GAS TRUST IN CHICAGO. 

The papers in the quo warranto proceed- 
ings against the Chicago Gas Trust were 
filed by the Attorney-General of Illinois 
last June. These proceedings were begun 
at the request of the Citizens’ Association 
of Chicago, and representatives of that 
association assist the Attorney-General in 
the suit. While the managers of the Trust 
professed at first todesire an early hear- 
ing, they have since changed their minds, 
for on various pretexts they have suc- 
ceeded in causing delay. This is an impor- 
tant suit. It closely resembles the suits 
recently brought in this State against the 
Sugar Trust and some of its component 
corporations by Attorney-General TABOR. 
The people of Chicago, through the Citi- 
zens’ Association, complain that the Gas 
Trust—which is incorporated—has abused 
the powers granted to it by establishing a 
gas monopoly in the city, and that two of 
the absorbed gas companies have violated 
the conditions imposed in their charters. 
They are trving not only to break up a 
monopoly, but also to escape the exactions 
“of a combination that has burdened the 
gas business of the city with a great mass 
of new stock and bonds, upon which it is 
proposed that the people shall pay divi- 
dends and interest. 





Some time ago we pointed out the scan- 
dalous devices by which the great combi- 
nation was made, the facts having been 
shown. in the suit of the Executors of the 
late EmManvrEL Horrman of this city 
against one of the absorbed corporations. 
Having gained possession of a majority of 
the shares of that company—an organiza- 
tion, by the way, that had increased its 
capital stock from $100,000 to $5,000,- 
000 by stock dividends—the speculators at 
once placed upon the property a mortgage 
of $7,650,000, and the proceeds of the 
mortgage were used in setting up the Trust 
and drawing in the other companies. Re- 
viewing the history of the ring, the Chicago 
Tribune said last week: 

_ “The Philadelphia ‘premotere’ of the Gas Trust 
began operations over ayear ago. They then 
* found in this city four gas companies, of which 
three were in operation. One.of the three was 
immensely profitable, apotker had paid well, and 
the third had gone inte bankruptcy, been reor- 
ganized, and weuld possibly have earned a 
living. The capital stock of these four com- 
panies did not exceed $14,000,000, although 
considerably watered, aad their bonded dept 

was less than $10,000,000. A net. income of 
| $1,500,000 for all the companies would have 
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pald $660,000 interest on the bonds and per- 
mitted the payment of & 6 per vent. dividend 
en the stock. The collection of more than this 
$1.500,000 from the gas cunsumers of Chicago 
would be extortion. 

» “The first step of the Philadelphia ‘promot- 
ers’ of the Gas Trust was to get centrul of all 
these companies. The Gas Trust speculators 
bonded for $10,000,000 the -unincumberad 
{Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company, the most 
prefitable of the four properties they bought 
control of. Of this $10,000,000 in bonds they 
have sold full $7,650,000, whieh 1s probably just 
about what they had to pay for the interests 
they purchased. 4 

“Having thus added nearly $8,000,000 to the 
amount of gas indebtedness which the people of 
Chicago have to take care of, the promoters man- 
ufaetured additional Gas Trust stock to the 
amount of $25,000,000, which they. have been 
peddling out to all who will buy it, with the 
promise that it will pay dividends. Therefore, 
sinve thay took hold the stock of tha gas com- 
panies on which w6 are supposed to pay divi- 
deeds has bean increased from the original 
$15,000,000 to $40,000,000, and the bonds, which 
the people are expected to pay, principal and 
interest, have been swollen from $10,000,000 ts 
$18,000,000! This is paying a high price fer the 
services of the sharps who ran the Gas Trast.” 

We have not understood that theincreass 
was so great. It has been stated that the 
Trust stuck was issued against or in place 
of the stock of the several absorbed com- 
panies. If it stands for the old stock the 
entire burden would be represented by it, 
by the old bonds guaranteed by the Trust, 
and by the bonds newly issued, and if no 
new bonds have been issued except those 
of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company 
($7,650,000) the total would be about 
$42,650,000 instead of $55,000,000. But 
$42,650,000 is not a light load for Chi- 
cago consumers of gas tocarry. The Chi- 
cago News declares that the entire property 
represented by these shares and bonds has 
an actual value of only about $1.0,000,000, 
and could be duplicated for less than this 
sum. The Trust has undertaken to make 
the people pay dividends or interest on 
$42,650,000, and these must be paid, if 
they shall be paid at all, out of the profits 
arising from the sale of gas at exorbitant 
prices. 

The Chicago Tribune says that while the 
cost of making the gas has been reduced, 
the price of it has been raised, and the ad- 
ditional revenue has not been expended in 
impreving the quality of gas er in extend- 
ing the works. Indeed, it isreported that 
the people complain not only that the price 
is high, but also that the gas is very poor. 
But that is generally the result of a sup- 
pression of competition in any industry. 
Why should a monopoly spend for the irn- 
provement of the quality of its goods the 
money which its managers. can safely put 
in their pockets ? 


Ata meeting held on the 12th ult. the 
Governing Committee of the New-York 
Stock Exchange added to the Exchange’s 
lists, after due deliberation, the following 
securities: Chicago Gas Trust Company, 
$25,000,000 capital stock; Chicago Gas- 
light and Coke Company, $7,650,000 first 
mortgage 5 per cent. guaranteed bonds; 
Equitable Gaslight and Fuel Company of 
Chicago, $2,600,000 first mortgage 6 per 
cent. guaranteed bonds; People’s Gaslight 
and Coke Company, $2,100,000 firet mort- 
gage 6 per cent. guaranteed bonds and 
$2,500,000 second mortgage 6 per cent. 
guaranteed bonds. 


The last public address of the late ALGER- 
non 8. SULEIVAN was made at the laying 
of the cornerstone of the new building of 
the Consolidated Stock Exchange in this 
city. His subject was Trusts. He declared 
that in his opinion a corporation that had 
become the slave of a Trust combination 
could not justify itself in quo warrante pro- 
ceedings brought by the Attorusey-General 
of a State. Said he: 


“In form it [a Trust] observes the law, in 
spirit it stamps upon and violates it. The re- 
sult must be injurious because the principle is 
bad. its first purpose is monopoly, pure, sim- 
ple, and thorough. Its methods must lead to the 
ruin of every individual who would compete. 
It facilitates and therefore generally leads to 
a swindle of the public. In practice it has 
generally been carried out on a basis of exag- 
gerated capitalization, upon which a monopoly 
can forcibly collect a dividend. In short, in 
trade and commerce and in all industrial econ- 
omies this new creation is net an agent for 
sound, wholesome, just, and honest business. 
It is the cuckoo egg in the commercial nest 
and must be craeked.” 

And in conclusion he added these words: 

“That which I appeal to you to do is to set 
your faee and lift up yeur voice against this 
dangereus contrivance, and insist that laws 
shall be passed, if that be found the only way of 
effecting it, to vacate these Trusts or to bring 
them under fixed and wholesome regulation. 
A great publie Stock Exchange must not be rec- 
reant to its duty te the public by silently con- 
niving at agencies and methods which menace 
fairness and equality among individual citi- 
zens, and, above all, which lift up impious 
hands against the law, that, to an American, 
should be as sacred as was the Ark of the 
Covenant to tho armies of Israel.” 

More than a year has passed, but this ap- 
peal has not been forgotten by some, at 
least, of those to whom it was addressed. 
It deserves to be remembered for years to 


come. 


Seer eecwmmrerneneemes 

The Senate ought not to find serious ob- 
jections to concurring in the sensible bill 
just passed by the House relating to special 
delivery letters. It exacts that when such 
letters bear the special stamp and no other 
they shall nevertheless be forwarded, and 
the additional postage due for the absence 
of the ordinary stamp be collected on de- 
livery. Thelaw as it now stands discrim- 
inates against the very class of letters for 
whose unusually speedy transmission pro- 
vision has been made. If an ordinary let- 
ter has a two-cent stamp on it, and onght 
to have another for extra weight, the fact 
that it exceeds the single-rate weight does 
not prevent it from. being forwarded. ‘ This 


- concession is made to haste or ignorance, 


and the extra postage due is collected from 
the receiver. In the case of the special de- 
livery stamp the willingness of the sender 
to pay five times the ordinary postage is 
tolerably good evidence that a failure to 
put on the two-cent stamp is also due to in- 
advertence or to ignorance of the require- 
ments. The Government, at any rate, has 
received part of its dues to start with, as 
in the case of the ordinary over-weight 


letter.

BOSIONS POLIOK BOARD. 


ITS EXPENSES ARE PROPERLY CHARGE- 


ABLE TO THE CITY. 

Boston, Jan. 3.—The question of the validity 
of the exigtence of the Board ef Polics was 
passed upon by the full Bench of the Supreme 
Court this afternoon. It was the finding in the 
suit brought by F. O. Prince and 10 other tax- 
payers against the city and the Board of Police 
Commissioners to test the constitutionality of 
the act establishing.the board. The court dis- 


misses the bill. The opinion is by Chietf-Justice 
Morton, who says: 

“This suit is brought under the Public Stat- 
utes,chapter 27,section 129,which provides that 
when a town votes tu raise by taxation or 
pledge of its credit, or to pay from ite treasury 
any money fora purpose other than those for 
whieh it has the legal right and power, the Su- 
preme Judicial Court aay upon the suit er peti- 
tion of not less than 10 taxable inhabitants 
thereof, briefly setting forth the cause of com- 
plaint,-hear and determine the same in equity. 
The relief sought is that the city of Boston 
should be enjoined from raising or appropriat- 
ing any money for the oe of paying the 
salaries and expenses of the Board of Pelice 
appointed by the Governer under the statutes 
of 1885, chapter 323, The ground upon which 
the plaintiffs seek to maintain their bill is that 
the statute of 1885 is unconstitutional and 
therefore such payments are for an illegal pur- 
pose witnin chapter 27 of the Public Statutes. 

“The city of Boston has accepted and acted 
upon the statute, and has fully recognized the 
Board of Police appointed by the Governor, as 
in fact the Board of the Police Department of 
the city, and has comferred upon it extensive 
powers and duties. The members of the board 
are performing the functions of a necessary 
public office under an act of the Legislature 
passed in aue form and with the sanction of 
the city. We think it is competent for the city, 
until the act of the Legislature 1s upon proper 
proccedings judicially determined to be in- 
valid, to appropriate money for the pur- 
pose ef paying their expenses and 
the expenses of the Police Department 
upon their requisition. Money thus appropri- 
ated is not expended for an illegal purpose. It 
is expended fer the support of the Police De- 

artment, administered under the direction of a 
ard recognized by the city, which is render- 
ing serviee for the city under its sanction and its 
implied request, and who are entitled to receive 
eompensation for such services. For the rea- 
sons stated we are of the opinion that the 
plaintiffs’ bill cannet be maintained, and as 
we have no jurisdiction under it to inquire into 
the title of the office of the Board of Police we 
cannot properly consider the constitutional 
question raised by the plaintiffs.” 








THE COLORED CATHOLIOS. ™ 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—There was a large at- 
tendance at the third day’s meeting of the Col- 
ored Catholic Convention. Archbishop Elder of 
Cincinnati addressed the delegates, urging them 
to continue on in their good work. The commit- 
tee appointed to wait upon the President report 
ed that he would receive the congress to-mor- 
row afternoon. Letters expressing sympathy 


with the objects of the convention were read 
from John Boyle O’Reilly and the Catholic 
Knights of America. Father Healy of the Or- 
der of the Holy Ghost read an yi eg Fed 
on Catholic missionary werk In Africa. 6 said 
there were 228 missionaries and 50 missionary 
stations in that country. There were 60 schools, 
with an aggregate attendance of ever 7,000; 62 
= and about 50 hospitals for the old and 
nfirm. 

The Cemmi;tee on Resolutions reported an 
address whieh, after considerable discussion, 
Was adopted and a committee appointed to pre- 
sent to Cardinal Gibbons. The address sets 
forth that there are at present 20celored Catho- 
lic churches in the country, each one of these 
having a school annexed; besides there are 65 
colored Catholic schools, 8 orphan asyluma, and 

reformatories. The Catholic hospitals, 
homes fer the peor, &, are open to both 
colered. and white children, About 5,000 
children are taught in the schools, and over 
300 children cared for in the asylums. “As we 
have but one Catholic priest, seven colored stu- 
dents are preparing to follow his noble ex- 
ample. Over 150 of the celored women are at 
present consecrated sponsors of Christ. We 
Warn our people against all secret societies con- 
demned by the church, and hope they will join 
those benevolent societies which have the 
eburch’s sanction.” i 





BOUVCIOAULT’S PLAYS. 

Afew members of the dramatic profession 
went to the Madison-Square Theatre yesterday 
afternoen to attend an odd matinée. Auctioneer 
Draper was announced te sell Dion Boucicault’s 
plays to the highest bidder. The veteran actor 


and author was present, as was also Henry E. 
Walton of 259 West Thirty-seventh-street, Be- 
fere Auctioneer Draper could begin the sale Mr. 
Walton made a protest. He claimed that he 
held an option on 27 of Boucicault’s plays by 
reason of an oral agreement made two years 
ago. Whether it was this pretest or the slim 
attendance of prospective bidders that stopped 
the performance eeuld not: be learned, but it 
was postponed indefinitely. 

Mr. Boucicault said he did make an arrange- 
ment with Mr. Walton as claimed and that the 
latter did not carry out his part of the contract. 
Jn consequence of his failure the author found 
it necessary to take legal proceedings to pro- 
tect his interests. They were notopposed by Mr. 
Walton and just why he snould pop up at this 
late day was surprising. Mr. Boucicault will 
take advice before announcing another sale. 


JERSEY OITY’S WATER FRONT. 

The Riparian Commissioners and the 
Joint Legislattve Committee held a final meet- 
ing yesterday at Jersey City to receive proposi- 
tions to fillin the Jersey City water front be- 
tween the Central Railroad docks and Robbin’s 
Reef. The new territory is intended for 
wharves. The committee has for nearly a year 
been taking testimony in this matter. 

The plan suggested yesterday isto build a 
sea wall at deep water the ‘entire length of the 
frent and connect with the shore by piers. 
This plan, it is said, will in no way interfere 
with the ebb and flow of the tide. A report 
will be prepared so that the matter may;be 
laid before the Legislature shortly.

MISCARRIAGE OF A. TELEGRAM. 

AvuBURY, N, Y., Jan. 3,—The Ithaca, Auburn 
and Western train that usually leaves Freeville 
at 7 A.M. left this morning at 6:40, It was in 
charge of Col. Peet, Superintendent of the road, 
instead .of the’ regular Southern Central crew, 
This change was brought about an follows: 

Col. Peet had instructions- from the off- 
cials of the road to take possession Jan, }. 
The road had not been turned over by the 
Southern Central Company, and he determined 
to take the crew before the regular crew got up 
this morning. This he did by the aid of the 
fireman who usually gets the train ready to 
leave, ana who ie friendly to Col. Pest, who had 
previously completed all arrangements for the 
seizure. Part of the regular Southern Central 
crew had been employed by Col. Peet ana plans 
laid so that the train once in his possession 
everything should work smoothly. 

The regular Southern Central conductor, en- 
gineer, and brakeman scarcely knew what was 
up when the train left Freeville and they were 
left behind. However, the mail and mail car- 
rier were not aboard and thé contract with 
Unole Sain was not to be violated. The train 
stopped when about two miles out of Freeville 
anid the engine, which badd previously been pro- 
ceeding forward backward, was turned about. 

This was not all. A hand car waa dispatched 
to Freeville, and the mail and carrier taken to 
the seized train. Then with Fireman Noble 
as engineer, with Oartouche, the tb seal 
as fireman, and ‘with Baggageman Heffron 
as conductor, the trip - was begun. 
With Engeimeer Noble at the throttle, the 
train sped swifty past West Dryden, Genoa, 
Mapleton, Half Acre, and other towns on the 
line, as though nothing unusual had occurred, 
and reached Auburn at 10’clock, the usual time. 
It did not run tothe Southern Central station 
as usual, but stopped at West Auburn, the old 
Ithaca, Auburn and Western station. 

It now turns out that the seizure of the train 
was entirely unnecessary, as & settlement had 
already been effected. In fact the road would 
have been turned over Jan. 1, as the Ithaca, 
Auburn and Western officials demanded, but for 
thé miscarriage of a telegram, Col. Peet was 
notified this morning by Superintendent Titus 
of the Southern Central that the Président of 
the Ithaca, Auburn and Western and Gen. 
Knapp had come to an agreement whereby the 
road would be turned over as if on Jan. 1. 

The old Ithaca, Auburn and Western station 
is pelng cleaned and pat in anene to be used. 
Col. Peet states that Superintendent Titus has 
been very courteous in the matter and wiil now 
permit them to take water at the Southern Cen- 
tral tanks and get coal at their sheds until 
proper accommodations can be secured. 





NARROWLY ESOAPED DEATH. 


A SUBMARINE DIVER’S TERRIBLE EX- 
PERIENCE IN THE SCHUYEKILL. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8.—John Wolter, a sub- 
marine diver, narrowly escaped death this 
morning while repairing the bottom of a vessel 
in the Sehuylkill River. The bark Jennie 
Sweeny, loaded with lumber from Pensacola, 
Fla., ran on the Brandy wine Shoals, this.side of 
Cape Henlopen, on her way up, and stove in her 
bottom. When the vessel reached her wharf in 
the Schuylkill, near the Chestnut-street Bridge, 
she was badly waterlogged, and a diver was 


sent for torepair the damages. John Wolter 
paton his diving suit and went down, taking 
with him a canvas patch 20 feet square. 

All went weil for about half an hour, when 
suddenly the man in charge of the line by which 
signals are exchanged between the diver and 
those in charge of the air pump, discovered that 
peonnagesa | was wrong. He could get no answer 
from the diver and the line was slack. An alarm 
was given and the three men on the boat pulled 
up the slack rope and drew up the diver. The 
rope had become entangled about the man’s feet 
and he came to the surface feet first. 

-Wolter in his diving sult weighs over 400 
ounds and the three men were unable to pull 

im out of the water. They shouted with all 
their might for help, but before it arrived Walter 
had gone to the bottom again head first. Two 
men came and the suffocating man was once 
more pulled up, but the men’s united efforts 
eould not get him on the scow and for the seo 
ond time the diver went down. . 

The cries of the men at last brought a number 
of hands from the sawmill of Franklin A. Smith, 
and Wolter was hauled upon the deck of the 
scow. The helmet was quickly unscrewed and 


the suit cutoff. Walter’s face had turned black 


and was horribly swollen, and he was thought 
to be dead. Whisky was poured dewn his 
throat and he was vigorously rubbed. After the 
expiration of 15 minutes there were signs of re- 
turning life, and shortly afterward the man 
opened his eyes and spoke. He was at once put 
to bed on the vessel and cared for, 

Wolter can tell but little about his terrible ex- 
perience. He says he was nailing the canvas 
patch over the holes in the vessel’s bottom 
wren he became aware that his supply of air 
was shut off and some water entered his helmet. 
Hoe was then about 75 feet from the air pumps 
on the scew. He started to waik toward it and 
got about half way when he became uncon- 
scious, 

The cause of the accident was carelessness in 
adjusting the air hose to the back of the helmet, 
trom which it became detached.

Last night’s meeting was a secret session, and 
the girls refused afterward to say precisely 
what action had been taken. They did say, 
however, that they were determined not to 
work at the old prices, and that there would be 
strikes one after another in those shops where 
the new price list was not in use. The busy 
season Will begin fn a week or ten days, and the 
girls think their organization is so strong that 
the employere will see the wisdom of conces- 
sion and thus avoid trouble. At all events 
there will be a strike in but one shop at a time. 
The increase demanded varies from 10 to 23 
per cent., according to the prices prevalent in 
individual shops. Organization was completed 
by the adoption of a characteristic trades union 
constitution last night.

THE SENATE BILL TO MAKE 
MANUFACTURERS RICH: 

BUT POOR SEWING WOMEN WILL LOSE 
MONEY UNDER IT—WHAT WANA-~ 
MAKER PAYS FOR SHIRT MAKING. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Some slight progreés 
toward disposing of tho eotton schedule ef the 
Tariff bill was made by the Senate to-day, and 
when an adjournment was ordered the para- 
graphs covering cotton thread and yarn, spool 
thread of cotton and cotton cloth had been 
acted upon, As had been the case from the out- 
set the Republicans stood solidly together in 
opposition to every change suggested by tne 
Democratic minority, and the only amendment 
adopted to-day was a verbal one of no special 
importance which was proposed by the Finance 
Committees through Mr. Aldrich. 

The first question to be settled when the bill 
was taken up was Mr. Vest’s amendment to 
make theduty on cotton thread and yarn valued 
at not exceeding 25 cents a pound 35 per cent. 
ad valorem, instead of 10 cents a pound. Be- 
fore the vote was taken Mr. Vance obtained the 
floor and made an earnest argument for the 
amendment. Mr. Vance spoke of the vast im- 
portance of cotton, and declared thatif there 
Was any one branch of industry in which Amer- 
ica orght to lead the world it was in the cotton 
industry. The Southern States, he said, pro- 
duced nearly seven-tenths of ali the cotton of 
the world. He speke of the immense increase of 


expressed his pride in the ract that this increase 
had come about without the ald of a single doi- 
lar of protection, and in spite of the competi- 
tion of the mills of the North and of Europe. 


They had also maintained their rate of wages. 
Mr. Vance introduced masses of statistics con- 
cerning the cest ef spinning and weaving cot- 
ton in the United States and elsewhere, showing 
that the actual coat was much greater in Europe 
than in this country. In the light of these facts, 
Mr. Vance wanted to kuow why a high preteot- 
ive tarilf tax was not put on cotton. Fe was 
certain it was not for the benefit of the opera- 
tives in the mills, and its only effect was to 
hamper and restrict the eotton trade. The beat 
evidence, be thought, that the United States 
coulda compete with the world in cotton without 
a@ protective duty was the fact that we did com- 
pete with the worldin spite of the difticuities 
put in our way by the tariff tax. 

After branching out into an argument in op- 
position to the subsidizing of steamships as a 
means of increasing commerce, the Senator de- 
clared that the Finance Committee’s substitute 
made an inorease of duties in the cotton 
schedule of $233,000, plus an addition to the 
rates on Velvets, plushes, &o., that could not be 
estimated. After this the vote was taken on 
the Vest amendment, and as a matter of course 
it was beaten by the regular party vote, " 

A slight change in the phraseology of the 
cotton thread paragraph was adopted on the 
suggestion.of Mr. Aldrich, and then Mr. Vest 
pointed oué that on the special items of this 
paragraph, of which the importations were 
greatest, the committee had made the largest 
increasés. Their object must be, he contended, 
to prohibit importations fer the benetit of the 
manufacturers. He moved to strike out the 
proposed duty of 7 cents a dozen spools on 
spool threac of cotton of not exceeding 100 
yards to the spool, and the additional 7 
cents for each additional 100 yards or fraction 
thereof. In ‘its place @ proposed a 
duty of 40 per cent. ad valorem. The committee 
hada, he said, fixeil the rate at the dictation of 
manufacturers, whe proposed to aqueeze every 
poasible cent out of the consumers of an article 
that was used by every family in the United 
States. They were not influenced by what was 
just and right, but only by a desire to get every 
cent they could out of every sewing woman in 
the country. Mr. Vest pointed out that the cot- 
ton thread makers had given different figures as 
to the tariff necessary for their ‘ protection,” 
and gave some interesting figures as to the con- 
dition and wages of American sewing women. 

Mr. Aldrich argued that under a protective 
tariff the thread used here was made here, and 
that the sewing woman now got better thread 
for less money. Hoe asserted that the reduction 
ogy ry by the Missouri Senator was too small 

help the sewing woman, and so he hoped it 
would not be adopted. 

Mr. MePherson read an affidavit made by a 
sewing woman of New-Jersey that she made 
cotton shirts for a Philadelphia firm for 35 cents 
&@ dozen, and knew of women who received only 
25 cents. For men’s finedress shirts she re- 
ceived $1 a dozen, and furnished her ownthread, 
costing 10 cents, and paid 15 cents freight on 
the shirts to Philadelphia. By working from 7 
A. M. to 10 P. M. she could make half a dozen 
shirts a day. Mr. McPherson declined to give 
the name of the woman’s employer lest it might 
interfere with the next President’s Cabinet 
make-up. 

Taking up yesterday’s talk about the money 
in New-England savings banks, Mr. McPherson 
wanted to know what earthly thing that monsy 
had to do witn the amount of tax thatshould he 
put upon the industries of the country. He 
argued that the hich tariff was not the cause of 
the prosperity of the country, and quoted from 
various authorities to show that because of the 
superiority ef the American laborer, the labor 
cost in American manufactures was far below 
that in foreign goods. The Finance Commit- 
tee’s plan, Mr. McPherson added, was to shut 
out all importatiens, and, he believed, to de- 
stroy all home industry. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas, who followed Mr. Mc- 
Pherson, deciared that the statement that the 
substitute either decreased the war duties on 
articles in daily use in every family or left 
them untouched was a false pretense, for such 
duties were increased. ; 

Mr. Vest’s amendment was voted down by 
the Republicans and Mr. Vance proposed to 
change the rate of 319 cents a square yard on 
unbleached cotton between 150 and 200 
threads to the square inch and 41, cents for the 
same bleached to 40 per cent. ad valorem in 
each case. Mr. Vest spoke in support of the 
North Carolina Senator’s amendment and con- 
tended that by the‘testimeny of dry goods 
dealers the existing duties on cotton cloth were 
too high, while the pending bill made them 
still higher. Mr. Vanee then took the floor 
and called attention to the additional classitica- 
tions of cotton cloth made by the Finance Com- 
mittes, and the increase of duty on such goods 
as were imported in the larger quantities. The 
amendment was of ceurse defeated, and the 
same fate was dealt out to his proposal to re- 
duce from 45 to 40 per cent. ad valorem the 
duty to be levied on eloth between 150 and 200 
threads to the square inch, valued at over 10 
cents a square yard bleached, 8 cents un- 
bleached, and 12 cents dyed, colored, stained, 
painted, or printed. 

Mr. Vance next proposed to make the rate on 
all cotton cloth, unbleacned, exceeding 200 
threads to the square inch, 40 per cent. ad valo- 
rem. The bill fiaed the rate at 445 eents a square 
age for unbleached cloth, 5143 cente for 

leached, and 6% cents for dyed. and the Re- 
publicans declined to make any change, 

Then Mr. Pugh obtained the floor and read a 
carefully-prepared speech on the general sub- 
ject of the tariff and in reese to the Senate 
substitute. Incidentally the Alabama Senater 
talked about the race probiem in the South, and 
declared with the utmost frankness that, so far 
as administering the affairs of Government was 
eoncerned, the whites must and would, under 
the dire necessity of self-preservation, keep 
themselves in contro). 

When Mr. Pugh had finished, the first of the 
stocking paragraphs was taken up and Mr. 
Vance meved to fix the duty on steckings, hose, 
half hose, gloves, shirts, drawers, and other 
goods Made on knitting machines, of cotton or 
other vegetable fibre, at 30 per cent. ad valor- 
em. The bill fixed the rate at 36 per cent. It 
was evident that a quorum of Senators could not 
be found in the building at the late hour when 
this change was proposed, and so when Mr. 
Vance insisted on demanding a yea and nay 
vote, the Republicans voted to adjourn, leaving 
his amendments the pending question for. to- 
morrow. 

When Senator Plumb’s interest in the iron 
and steel schedule of the Senate Tariff bill sud- 
denly ceased, to the great wonder ef everybody 


who had heard his vigorous onslaught upon the 
steel beam tariff, it was assumed that all objec- 
tion to the bill had been hushed in the interest 
of party pledges to manufacturers. Now, how- 
ever, 1t is reported that there is danger of a new 
break. Kaneas and California are interested in 
sugar production, and they are not more wiil- 
ing than is Louisiana to see the Fg ates 
50 per cent. reduction made in the sugar 
tax. Having at first decided not to allow any 
change, it is now reported that the fear of losing 
their votes may eonstrain the Finance Commit- 
tee to permit the granting of a bounty of 1 cent 
a pouse on beet sugar and sorgham sugar as a 
salve to home produeérs. Mr. lison is repre- 
sented as desiring to put carpet wools on the 
free jist, while Mr. Bherman insists that if oar- 
pet wools are wade free he will not. respect the 
will of the majority. So carpet wools are likely 
to eontinue to be taxed.

THE MESSAGE SENT BY GOV. 


THE LEGISLATURE. 

DETROIT, Jan. 3.—Gov. Luce sent his biennial 
message to the Legislature to-day. Itis wholly 
devoted to State affairs, and shows the State to 
bein ahighly prosperous condition. There is 
no debs not provided for by sinking funds, ex- 
cept something over $5,000,000 of perpetual 
trust funds arising from the sale of lands grant- 
ed by the General Government to the State in 
aid of primary schools, the university, uormal 
school, and agricultural college, on which funds

she State pays interest to these various objects. 


For the last quarter of century the settled 
policy has been to meet whatever expenditures 
might be necessary by taxation. The last bonds 
representing debt inourred during the war fall 
due next year, and would be paid to-day if 
presented. 

Gev. Lucein his message says the various 
State institutions call for an rgb rnd of ap- 
propriations ameunting to $600,000 less than 
The State Uni- 
versity asks for over.nalf of this amount. The 
Governor invites favorable consideration to the 
Massachusactts system of voting, is very dubi- 
ous as to the wisdom of a policy of undeter- 
mined sentences for the prisoners, and thinks 
the competition of prison labor with outside in- 
dustries is largely in appearance, and that 
nothing is to be feared from 1t. 

The number ef commitments to our prisons 
showing a falling off, when the increase ef popu- 
lation is taven into account The three large 


‘insane asylums contain 2,400 patients. Further 


enlargement is recommended only on the basis 
of the cottage system, which, se far as it has 
been put in operation here, promises well. The 
Governor closes his message by recommending 
the enactment of a local option law in connec- 
tion with the present general system of hizh 
taxation, whieh, once established, would giva 
prohibitien to more than one-half the State.

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A GERMAN BOY'S siIORY. 


KICKED, BEATEN, AND STARVED BY A 
BRUTAL CAPTAIN, 

Little Ernést Heider is lying on acot in 
Bellevue Hospital, recovering from a severe 
attack of typhoid fever. He iaa German lad, 
about 16 yoaré of age. Hos speaks English fair- 
ly well, and telle an awful story of bardship 
and privation. He saya that his father being 
dead, hie mother and uncle agreed to sond him 
to sea. Last March Capt. Julius Freese, of the 
bark Fritz Von der Lanxen, who was a friend 
of his unole, agreed to take him on his vessel 
as cabin boy. 

“In April,” saia be, “ we sailed from London 
for Port Natal, on the southern coast of Africa, 
with a general cargo, and as soon as We were 
out of sight of land the Captain began to abuse 
me. He would set me to periorm tasks that 1 
could not possibly accomplish, and because I 
could not do them he would beat wa enmerci- 
fully with a rope’s end, Sometimes I would be 
commanded to carry articies that [ could not 
lift, ana decause I failed I would receive brutal 
punishment. At times, when the Captain would 
get tired of beatiug me, he would toss the ropo's 
end to the frst mate, Froa Schuitze, and com- 
Mand nim to beat me. I was kicked, cuffed, and 
beaten like a dog without any apparent cause. 
My flesh at times was terribly turn, and when- 
ever the salt waves struck me the pain was 
almost unbearable. I would have jumped over- 
bourd if I had not been too closely watched. 

“The food I got on board wasawful. The 
meat was fotten and: full of worms, 
aud the bread had worms in it also. 
We sailed under ballast from Port Natal to Zan- 
zibar, where ve took on a load of hides for this 
port. When Wearrived atthe Empire Stores I 
ran away. I was sick then, my body being ail 
broken out with sores. A policeman sent me to 
the hospital, where I remained for about two 
weeks, snd then, being able to leave, I went to 
my aunt, Mra; Holnagel, at 45 Second-street. 
My mother had given me her address and I had 
keptit. [then remained with her and govt a job 
in a picture frame factory at 13 Bowery. Ina 
little while, however, I became so sick I coud 
not work, and was sent here.” 

Dr. Martine, the attendant physician, says 
that it is highly proDable the fever was caused 
by the bad treatment and bad food. In fact, it 
ir the only way he can account for it. rs. 
Holnagel verifies the lad’s story from the time 
he landed. Shesays the story was verified py 
asailor who came to her house with the boy, 
and further says that a number of Capt. 
Freese’s crew left the ship when they reached 
here. The boy has been in the city about10 
weeks. Heis a bright and promising youth, 
and has won tle sympathies of everybody with 
whom he has comein contact: Capt. Freese’s 
ship sailed some weeks ago. x

Park Commissioner Borden claims that his 
cousin deceived him in the trade; that the horse 
Was not sound, and that he ought to have his 
money Dack. Spencer Borden insiste thas the 
trade Wasa square one fora hcerse trade, and 
that he ought not to be compelled to refund 
money which he spent long ago. The horse waa 
sent back to this eity in January, 1887, ani 
met with a chilly reception. It was a bitter 
cold day. Spencer Borden wouldn’t allow him 
in his stable, ahd no one would accept him. 
Finally, after Several lawyers and acouple of 
Deputy Sneriffs had been engaged to straighten 
out matters, the horse, which had been left out 
in the storm for several hours, was put in a liv- 
ery stable pending the settlement of his owner- 
— which ajury is now calied on to dacide 

or two years the once prized steed has been 
an equine outcast, with no one who would ac- 
knowledge his.ownership. Park Commissioner 

Borden claims that the animal was unsound, 

and to back up his claim introduced expert 

evidence, including that of Alexander Liantard, 

President of the New-York Veterinary College; 

Prot. Nyegaard, riding master, and John Fergu- 

son, a New-York livery stable keeper, all of 

whom testified that they were good judges of 
horses, had examined Leone while he was in 

New-York, and declared he was weak in the 

knees. Mr. Ferguson on cross-examination as- 

serted that “ Robert Startle” was also unsound. 

To-morrow thé defendant will have other ex- 

yesh gs hand to testify that the horse was 

sound,

HAS RIGHTS. 


HOW THE “ PROTECTION” OF ACTORS 


WOULD AFFECT DRAMATIC ART. 
To the Editor of the New- York Times: 

It seems to me that in the discussion going on 
just now regarding “protection” to native actors, 
the public which “‘pays the piper’’ should have 
something to say, and I beg the privilege of space 
in your valuable columns for a few words. I think 
that a good deal of senseless talk and humbug is 
being indulged in by those who are seexing to put 
an embargo or duty on foreign. talent coming to 
these shores. 

I take in various lines of the profession and ask, 
What effect on our native talent has the coming 
here of the London Gaiety Company had! How or 


in what manner has 1t Injured or kept out of em- 
ployment or interfered with American actors? I 
ask the same questions regardiug Miss Anderson’s 
bringing to this country the company whichihas 
supported her all tnrough her engagement in Eng- 
land; the same regarding Irving ana ‘Terry ana 
their support, Sarah Bernhardt and her company, 
Coquelin and Hading, and their confréres? If the 
bond or daty which these petitioners ask for was or 
had been in force woula we have had these people 
here?! I certainly think not. And who would have 
been the losers? Surely not the “lights” I have 
named, for-they make equally as much in money or 
fame at home or wherever else they may choose to 
go. Most certainly we would lose by it. Dramatic 
art in America would be the great loser. 

Who denies the greatand wonderful educational ef- 
fects of the visits to this country of these greatand 
d.stinguished exponents of dramatic art? There is not 
an intelligent manager or actor in this country who 
has witnessed the performances of [rving or Terry 
or Bernhardt or Coquelin but willacknowledge with 
gratitude the educational good these opportunities 
afforded them. This is comparatively a young 
country, and the dramais, we may say, but in its 
infancy, and itis only by the coming among us of 
the great artists of the older world that we can hope 
to learn and at last attain the perfection that will 
surely come to us. 

It was not many days ago when Mr. Boucicault 
was out in the daily papers advocating the sending 
of our younger people in the dramatic profession to 
the schools of Frauce and elsewhere for higher tu- 
ition, and now we find him crying out, with the 
other “* protectors,” against the greatest graduates 
of these schools coming among us to enlighten and 
teach us by their performances and exhibitions. 

There is one assertion made by the petitioners, or 
‘*protectors,” that I wish todeny, and that is that 
English and foreign actors come here to the detri- 
ment of native talent, and I quote one and the latest 
inatanceto bear out my denial When Mr. Palmer 
found that in hisown regular company he did not 
have the man just suited for the prominent part in 
“Captain Swift,” did he send to England or else- 
where for an actor to fill that part} He sought out 
his man here and gothim. Native talent, com- 
petent, will not suffer or lack for recognition 
whether there be English, Germen, Frenob, Italian, 
or Turk in the field. Every one, whether in dramat- 
ic or other walks of life, will find his own level, 
How many foreigners are there in the companies of 
Jefferson, Booth, Florence, Palmer, Daly, or Froh- 
man? The most prominent are natives, aud I vent- 
ure to say thatit matters little to any of these 
managers what the nationality is if the talents and 
ability of the actor are what is needed. 

What shall we ever hope to attain in the musical 
world if we are to have barriers put in the way of 
the great singers and musicians who visit us? We 
had some experience with native talent in this 
branch of art a few seasons ago, when * American” 
opera was launched forth. It proved that while we 
had it in us to become great, we were not yet groat, 
aud still needed the education and influence which 
we can only get from seeing and hearing those that 
are great. We are yoematS in music and the drama, 
and must not close our doors by duty bond or bar- 
rier to those who would come among us to teach 
and educate. us, LEND US THINE AID,

PERILS FROM ELEOTRICITY. 
New-HaveN, Man. 3,—The dangers attenaing 
the use of electricity were exemplified in Meri- 
den during a recent storm.

The rumor that Hippolyte, the Haytian 
ineurrectionist, was waking efforts, through 
agents in this city, to buy a steamer which bo 
could transform into a man-of-war took ma- 
terialj form yesterday when it was announced 
that the iron steamship Madrid, new lying in 
the Erie Lasiu, Brooktyn, in good condition and 
ready for active service, nad been sold fer 
$60,000, 

Tne Madrid is an iron screw steamship, rog- 
istering 861 tons burden, is about 225 feet in 
length, draws 14 feet cf water loaded, and has 
engines of 400 horse powor. Her hull is of iron 
plating, clinker bullt, and her main deck and 
upper works are of wood, She is a three-masted 
schoonor rig vessel, and was built in Dumbar-. 
ton, Scotland, in 1857 for a Spanish nobleman 
of Havana, and engaged in the Caribbean trade 
with Spain.: Three yeara ago she was brought 
borth and entirely robuilt at Camden, N. J., and 
supplied with new engines at Philadelphia. In 
view of the fact that such exteusive repairs had 


been made to the vessel a special act of Con- 
gress was passed giving her an American rez- 
ister and allewing her name changed from the 
Nuevo Montezuma to Madriu. She was then 
put on the roate between New-Orleans, Colon, 
and other ports of the United States of Colom- 
bia, but was not successful, and, her buy- 
ers not being able. to meet their ob- 
ligations, she was ‘seized at New-Or- 
leans by the United States Marshal in 
the Winter of 1887. The firm of L. & R. Wiatar, 
shipping brokers of Philadelphia, having large’ 
mortgages on her bid her in for $8,100, and J. 
N. M. Shimer, a member of the firm, became her 
nomin owner. They brought her to New- 
York ‘a few weeks ago ani put her up for sale. 

Liforts were made to keep the sale secret, but 
the fact leaked out that a prominent firm of 
ship brokers, doing business with Northern 
Hayti, and in sympathy with Hippolyte, were 
mixed up’ with the transaction. George: P. 
Cunningham of Winthrop, Cunningham & Co., 
80 Wali-street, the New-York agent ef the own- 
ere, said the sale was made threugh Samuel 
Holmes, a broker, of 120 Front-street. “We ex- 
pected to make the sale ourselves, and a firm of 
merchants interested in Hippolyte have been 
Wanting to get hold of her ior the past month 
bat had not yet decided to buy of me, when I 
heard of the sale yesterday. I strongly suspect- 
ed that the boat was wanted for the Haytian 
rebels.” 

Ove of the owners said that when Holmes an- 
nounced to nim that the boat had Peen sold. and 
was asked to name the puronaser, he said:, 
“Never mind, she is sold, and I have a certifiea 
check for the purchase money.” The owners as 
yet have not aiscevered who purchased the 
boat. ‘i 

“If a heavy gun was. fired on her deck I 
wouldn’t want to be on her. It weuid surely 
wreck ber,” said a gentleman who was asked as 
to what sort of a man-of-war tbe Madrid weuid 
make. 1t was further said that her boilers were 
Vory poor, that the a4ameunt she had been sold 
for was unknown, and that her former owners 
would probably not receive more than $30,000 
for their share. At anether place it was said 
that the price paid was $30,000, and that this 
was part of the $100,000 deposited in this city 
by Dr. Nemour Auguste, the agent of Htppolyte, 
before he sailed for France. 

Mr. Holmes, who negotiated the sale, was not 
found at his office, and his represontative re- 
fused te give any definite information, but 
vaguely himted that the report of the sale was 
correct and, that the vessel was intended for 
Hippolyte. 

The general opinion among shipping men was 
that somebody has made a evod thing out of the 
transaction and that Hippolyte bas made a 
very poor bargain. The vessel will be trans- 
ferred as soon as possible to her new owners, 
whose names will appear on the Custom House 
transfer register. ¢ 

This transaction accounts for the detention ef 
much of the arms and ammunition that were to 
te be sent out by the Clyde steamship Ozama. 
They are undoubtediy intended for the arma- 
mentofthe Madrid, which will probably take 
on a crew somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Turk’s island, being taken there by a crew from 
this port. 

Myr. Frank Lord of Lord & Austin said yester- 
day that undoubtedly Mr. Oarvalho had some- 
tlung to de with the purchase. “Tt know the 
Madrid has been sold,” said Mr. Lord. ‘ Un- 
doubtedly she has been sold to some of Hip- 

olyte’s agents.” Mr. Lord then said that the 
Haytian Republic had arrived, at Santiago de 
‘Juba, where she wasin charge of Capt. Comp- 
jon. The old crew, numbering 25 men, will be 
jont down on the next Warc steamer, probably 
’he Cienfuegos, to bring her home. 

The published story about American residents 
deing imprisoned and maltreated at Port au 
Prince is untrue. The entire colony at Port au 
Prince consists of six persons. First comes 
Mr. Wyman of Lyons & Co. of this city, a natu- 
ralized American, French by birth, who has a 
Haytian wife. Another is Edward Cutts, a 
native Haytian and naturalized American, and 
head of the firm of Oliver Cutts & Co. of this 
clty. His home is at New-Rochelle, on the 
Sound, and he is now in Hayti on business. 
The third 1s a Mr. Crane, who was formerly the 
Superintendent of the now defunet Port au 
Prince Tram Car Compauy. He peape a livery 
stable, and is a persoual friend of Légitime. 
‘’he fourth is the celebrated marine diver Capt. 
Hadley, who was falsely accused. not long ago 
of trying to assassinate Légitime. Then come 
Minister Tnaompson ard Vice-Consul Terrace, 
who was formerly a solaierin the Confederate 
Army. There are but few colored = in 
Hayti who claim to be American citizens, and 
they, having amalgamated with the native 
blacks, have practically lost their identity as 
Americans, : 

Minister Preston says that the half dozen 
mentioned are all the knewn American oitizens 
im Port au Prince, and that the published story 
is ridiculous on its face.. Haytiana, said Min- 
ister Preston, respect an American more than 
any foreigner on earth. There are at Port au 
Prince many Germans, French, and English. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Itis expected that the 
Ossipee, now at Norfolk, will sail for Port au 


Prince, Hayti, in afew days. This isin accord- | 


ance with orders issued to her commanding 
officer by Rear-Admiral Luce, commanding the 
Nerth Atlantic squadron, prior to his departure 
on the Galena for Hayti. In case itis found 
that there 1s no nesessity for the constant prvs- 
enee of three war vessele in Haytian waters, 
one of thetwonow there will be sent back to 
the United States.

DISOIPLINING STUDENTS. ~ 


SOME OF THE RESULTS OF THE MEDICAL 
COLLEGE REVOLT. 


+ 
There is at present a sort of truce existing 


between the Faculty of the Medical Depart- 
meut of the University of the City of New-York 
and its students. The officers of the organiza- 
tion of students were called before Vice-Chan- 
celler MacCracken of the university and tho 
Governing Faculty of the college yesterday 
afternoon and confronted with all the terrors 
of discipline. The Faculty, in the language of 
the criminal courts, suspended sentence, . Until 
the Professors decide finally what shall be the 
punishment meted out to the erring onés all is 
expected to be serene in their halls of tnstrace- 
thon. 

Dr. Woolsey, who has been chosen to doliver 
lectures on anatomy from the chair which the 
friends of Dr. Weisso desired for him, was 
promptly on hand at the lepture hall yesterday 
morning, prepared to gontinue the course. The 
students were awaiting his opening sentences 
with considerable curiosity, when a young man 


in the rear rows of seats inquired in a loud 
votee, **Why is Woolsey like high tariff?” <A 
shorus of * Give it up!” followed. ‘* Because,” 
explained the propeunder of the conundrum, 
** because he interferes with home industries.’’ 
This provoked a howl of appreeiation, aud Dr. 
Woolsey looked somewhat annoyed. His brow 
had scarcely cleared when quite 25 of the stu- 
dents arose from their chairs and marched 
slowly out with the refrain, ‘* Weisse, Weisse, 
Professor Weisse, he kuew: too much, did 
Weisse.” As they filed through the doorway 
those remaining seated kept time with them 
by applauding or by stamping their feet. 
Thus 1t was that quite 10 minutes elapsed 
befere Dr. Woolsey succeeded in actually get- 
ting his lecture under way. When he did go, 
however, the disturbanve quieted down. 

The time when the rebelious students were to 
appear was 1 o’clock, and the scene which 
greeted Dr. Pardee then was not one calculated 
te make either him or kis associates feel thor- 
oughly comfortable. The main hallway ef the 
college was packed with students. The first of 
the “ringleaders” who was calied was J. Y. G. 
Coyle, the President ef the students, who was 
ushered in by Dr. Cooper, clerk to the Faoulty. 
Ranged about a table were the Vice-Chancellor 
and the Governing Faculty. The general 
charges which were made against him were 
*“conduet unbecoming a etudent and detri- 
mental to the interests of the university.” He 
was specifically charged with having made 
statements affecting the dignity of the Faculty 
as well as the iufinenee which the wife of one 
of the Professors had exerted, and had declared 
that the Faculty was simply ‘a family combi- 
nation, anyhow.” Mr. Coyle demanded that 
the charges should be put in writing, and de- 
clared, upon their receipt, he would answer 
‘them in the same tashion. The Faculty con- 
sulted about this,.wand then, without informing 
the student whether or not it would accede to 
his request, informed him that he wae sus- 

nded from the rights of matriculation until 

is case was finally decided, which would be 
within a few days. 

Then one by une the other students were. ad- 
mitted before the college tribunal. Upon count- 
ing noses, however, it was discovered that H. 
R. Brown, one of the students who was not of 
the Board of Officers, was not present in. an- 
swer te his summons. In his place, however, 
was a neatly written note rendimg about as 
follews: 

To the Faculty 4 the University Medical College.: 

GRNTLEMEN: Your sommons to appear before you 
to anywer certain charges has been received by me. 
My address is at the Murray Hill Hotel. Shouid 
you desire to see me you will find me there in my 
rooms. Very truly yours, HM. R. BROWN. 

Mr. Brown was suspended. Arthur M. Mo- 
Laurie was also suspended. M. A. Schutz was 
suspended because he deciared, when he read 
Dr. Pardee’s statemert that the former Profess- 
or of Surgery had resigned because of iil 
health, that the Dean was “a lar.” The de- 
visions on the cases of E. C. Herrington and C. 
F. O’Reilly were not announced. Cc. Collins, 
another of the Executive Committee, was ex- 
cused, and O. F. Best and J. A. Stedman, also 
members, were not summoned. 

Several members of the university college 
obtained catalogues from the Bellevue Hospital 
College yesterday, and received explanations 
from Dr. Flint of the terms on which they would 
be received. Dr. Flint said he should certainly 
accept any of the students from the university 
who should qualify themselves. Whether or not 
they had rebelled against the neighboring col- 
lege he should not seek to know, nor wonld he 
regard such a fact as a disqualification. Any of 
the students who desired to attend the Bellevue 
lectures under the conditiopgs he had named 
would be certainly permitted todoso. This 
coed cause .a little ill feeling between the col- 
eges.

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BOLT AND NUT MANUFACTURERS COM- 
BINE NEARING ITS END. 

The Bolt and Nut Trust has practically 
gone to the wall. It was organized in 1868 and 
fora number of years was quite successful.in 
regulating prices and wages also, until the 
labor Organizations interfered. A few years 
ago the organization came to be known as 
siwply an association, but its main features re- 
mngined the same, all manufacturers selling 
their goods from tho same list. 

About two years ago the first disaffection oc- 
curred. At the annual meeting it was found a 


difficult matter to agree upon prices; and those 
that were adopted did not suit a number of the 
concerns represented. some of the smaller 
manufacturera began to cut their rates of dis- 
count, and all efforts of the large concerns to 
have them restored failed, Last yoar another 
mecting was held, and«this proved more dis- 
astrous thau the preceding one. An attempt 
was then made to restore rates and regulate 
wages. Nothing was agreed to except a uni- 
form list of prices, and this had been adepted 
under protest of many of the members. hen 
outs began in diseounte allowed on the list, and 
of 65 mombors now in the organization it ia 
said at least 40 offer discounts from tho list 
prices of from 10 to 65 ver cent. 

There is now more competition in the business 
than ever before, and tue smaller fry do not 
propose to allow themselves te be outdone by 
their stronger competitors, if cutting prices 
will prevent it, This disaffection has had a dis- 
astrous effect On some concerns, one of which 
is said to have run behind to the extent of 
$100,000 during the past year. 

The last annual meeting of the association 
was to have been held Dec..11, but the members 
did net meet. Yesterday afew of them met 1n 
Room 41 of the Fifth-Avenue Hotelin close cau- 
cus, but failed to agree upon anything. Mr. 
William Gaskell.of 433 East Twenty-fifth-street, 
who isa prominent member of the association, 
said yesterday that the meeting was not held at 
the reguiar time beeause it was known the mem- 
bers could never agree upon anything. He sald: 
“They cannet fix prices. s0 that they 
wili be adhered te; they cannot pos- 
sibly regulate the wages %f their eta- 
ployes. They have tried to do_ this 
time and again but have failed. We are to 
@ certain extent controlled by the labor organi!- 
zations and are paying higher wages than we can 
afford, but we cannot help it. If my empluyes 
should demand higher wages or shorter work- 
ing hours I snould refuse and, if necessary, aicse 
my workshops. Other manufacturers ars in the 
same position as myself, yet thoy do not seem 
to be able toacree on a schedule of either waxes 
or prices, or if they are, they will not keep their 
agreements. This inability to agree upon any- 
thing has practically made the association little 
more than a name.” 

Another manufacturer said that ono reason 
why the fbusiness cannot be controlied is that 
theré is an overproduction, owing te the large 
number of manufactories in the country. 

The term of office of the present heads of the 
association expires the second week of Janu- 
ary, and as yet no others have been elected to 
fill the vacancies.

0 P. HUNTINGION ARGUES 
FOR CHINESE OHEAP LABOR. 
THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. REFERS 

THE NEW APPRAISER’S WAREHOUSE 
QUESTION TO A SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 
At yesterday’s meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce President Smith announced tha, 
a letter had been received from A. A. Low, in- 
closing one from C. P. Huntington, which 
dealt with the drawbacks of the Chinese Ex- 
clusion bill and urged the Chamber to take 
some action about it The communication of 
Mr. Huntington to Mr, Low, which was referred 
to the Committes on Foreign Commerce, said, 
among other things: 


“I donot carry in my mind whether you have 
altogether retired from the Cnina trade, but 1 know 
you still have a keen interest in the national pros- 
perity and in the dignity and honor of this Govern. 
ment, I suppose you feli, as most other people did 
last Summer, when Congress passed the Chinese Ex- 
clusion act, that it was an unworthy proceeding 
which nothing but the necessities of a partisan 
struggle could have brought about. It may have 
beén foreseon, and perhaps was pointed out at the 
time, that the Goverument of China had it in its 
power to intlict fur more serious harm upon our 
country than we could upon China, even supposing 
that the coming of the Chinese was the injury to 
our laboring people which was charged. 

**It seems that without uttering a word or lifting 
a finger the Chinese are enabled to retaliate eifect- 
ively against our ‘commerce; s0 that we have not 
only otfered them a wanton afiront, but also injured 
eurselves 11 a two-fold way—by excluding a tracta- 
ble and cheap labor which we very much need to 
build up our desolate places and by the loss of « 
valuable trade which we might have kept to the ex- 
clusion of our rivals, A gentleman direct from Chi- 
nese and Japanese ports tells me that since the news 
of the passage of the Exclusion act reached China 
American agents there have been unable to sell auy 
ot the coarser cotton textile fabrics, of which they 
had been taking large quantities. ‘Their wants are 
supplied from other sources—England, I suppose, 
They offer no explanation for this ry of policy, 
but simply say they are not buying. Just as soon 
as they can supply themselves with petroleum from 
Asiatic oil -wells we way expect that trade to fellow. 
Clocks aud machinery can supplied by the Eng- 
lish and Germaus, who would be glad to relieve us 
of the trade. The tea, mattings, raw silks, and 
other commodities which we peed, and can buy no- 
where else, Americans will have to pay for in coin or 
exchange on London, when we might have paid for 
them with our ewn products. 

“Is not this a heavy price to pay for the luxury of 
the hoodlum vote of California, (for I believe the 
fanatical hvstilitry to the industrious Chinaman is 
limited te California, where the Irish Catholics 
swing the balanse of power!) Itis to be hoped that 
the expirmg Congress wiil find time to undo this 
pernicious piece of spiteful legislation; or, if not, 
that the incoming Administration will so iuterpret 
the law and inatrict its Ministers as to restore the 
lost amity. Just %ew this is to be brought about 
you kpow as much as I do,” 

It took the Chamber of Commerce about half 
an hour. yesterday afternoon to pateh up a set 
of cowpromise arrangements to finally decide 
what ita stand should be on the question of the 
location of tha new Appraiser’s etores. At the 
Chamber's last meeting # committee’s report 
favoring an uptown site was adopted, but the 
dcwn-town peesple had no intention of stop- 
ping their efforts, and took care to do some 
active canvaseing in support of their scheme. 
More or less feeling on the onbincs was stirred 
up, and so Morria K. Jesup of the Executive 
Committee yesterday submitted a resvlution 
setting forth that it was desirable to harmunizo 
the contiicting opinions aad to secure as nearly 
as pessible a unanimous recommendation to 
the Secretary of the Treasury and authorizing 
the President of the Chamber to appoint a com- 
mittee of seven to report at the next meeting. 

There was a little debate over the resolution, 
but the talk mostly favored the compromise 
plan, which, it was explained, merely involved 
&@ epecial committee’s report on whether a recon- 
sideration of the last meeting’s action was or 
Was not advisable. There was one feature of 
tho diseussion which inoluded a rather unusual 
oconurrence in the normally sedate Chamber. 
Louis Windmuller, whe is a Battery-site man, 
was making a@ little speech, in which he intimat- 
ed that the last meeting of the body was packed 
by the up-town people. 

**Stop !” exclaimed President Smith, who was 
in the chair. “No meetings of this Chamber 


»are ever packed. Notices of the last meeting 


were sent to all the members, and they had 
copies of the cormmittee’s report sent them as 
well. I rule that your remarks are out of 
order.” 

After a little pariey Mr. Windmuller was al- 
lowed to proceed with bis speech. When it 
came to a vote Do serious opposition was shown 
to Mr. Jesup’s motion and is was passed, enly a 
few vetes being cast against it. President 
Smith was added to the committee, and chose 
the following associatee: President Alexander 
E. Orr of the Proauce Exchange, James Mc- 
Creery, John Sloane, James M. Constable, Ver- 
7 Brown, Joseph H. Park, and George 
Bliss. 

Resolutions were passed in favor of harbors 
of refuge at or near Point Judith and in indorse- 
ment of the plan of the New-Haven Chamber of 
Commerce to secure appropriations to improve 
the euter hurbor at that city. -[t wasalso voted 
to invite John Henneker Heaton, member of 
Parliament, to address the Chamber on the sub- 
ject of ocean penny (or two-cent) postage during 
his visit here. All these resolutions were passed 
unanimously.

4HEY WANT DAMAGES. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHT PEOPLE SUE THE 
, SUBWAY COMMISSIONERS, 

The United States Illaminating Company 
yesterday bronght suit against Subway Cem- 
tMissioners Hess, Moss, and Gibbons in their in- 
dividual capacities, for damages in the amount 
of $250,000. If the company had not been re- 
fused its desired injunction by Judge Andrews 
this suit for damages would not have been insti- 
tuted until later, but in anticipation of their 
dvfeat in the injunction proceeding, the papers, 
including long aflidavits by the President and 
other officers of the electric light company, 
were prepared sowe titne last week and were 
held in readiness for service in the contingency 
which wrds6 yestorday. 

The suit fe for the alleged unjust and unwar- 
rantable interference of th» Commissioners 
wita the business of the plaintiff company and 
ig based upon the alleged discrimination by the 
Commissioners againet the company and in fa- 
vor of other companies, whereby the plaintiff 
compary has lost a lurge number of private 
customers, who have transferred their patron- 
ace to compeanivs favored by the Comsiesioners, 
President Lynch said tae suit was not brought 
in @ captions spirit, but to protect his aompany 
from tie “unjust impoasitions of the Commis- 
sicners.” He did not want to be misunderstood 
a8 opposing the putting of the wires of his com- 
Pary inte any competent system of subways 
whenever any such should be provided, but as 
yet the Sukway Comuiissioners had failed to 
provide an adequate or practical system, and 
therefore they had refused to lay their wires 
under ground. 

The Commissioners had not at the time the 
United States Illuminating Company were or- 
dered to:put their wires under ground, he said, 


‘peseived any system whatever cf house distri- 


ution from the conduits, and even now they 
have only provided the Johnstone system of 
house distribution from Fourteenth to Twenty- 
third-streat in Broadway, a system that after 
four years’ triaiin Philadelphia had been dis- 
carded as dangerous and impracticable, since it 
was blowing up every little wilie because of the 
unavoidable aceumulations of gas in the hand 
holes and the inevitable destruction of the insu- 
lation of thé wires, which made way for the 
spark from the wire that ignited the gas. 

The other schemes of heuse distribution sug- 
gested by the Commissioners, Mr. Lynonh said, 
were impossible, for they contemplated the 
stringing of wires along the fronts aud roofs of 
buildings, where the a oe Commission had 
no authority to grant the privilege, and where 
the Bourd of Fire Umderwriters had refused to 
insure o building to which electric light wires 
were attached. It was beeause the Subway 
Commissioners had prevented them from hang- 
ing wires on the poles already standing and 
from repairing broken wires and otherwise in- 
terfering with them in the transaction of their 
business that the suit was brought.
